The 
Shereef is suspected of connivance at the move- 
ment, The Turkish commander has been in- 
structed to arrest him if necessary.

THE TREATIES OF COMMERCE. 

Lonpon, Nov. 3.—A Paris correspondent, 
discussing the Anglo-French commercial 
treaty negotiations, says: ‘‘Neither on the 
English nor on the French side has a real 
spirit of conciliation been shown. Both sides 
have been trying to strike each other in the 
dark, Itis manifest thata treaty is further 
than ever from being concluded.”’ 

Paris, Nov. 3.—The conferences between 
the English and French Commissioners for the 
conclusion of a commercial treaty have ter- 
minated. It is semi-officially stated that 
numerous Gelicate questions were discussed 
in a most conciliatory spirit. The points on 
which no arrangement has yet been reached 
will be settled through the ordinary diplo- 
matic channels. The cordiality of the Com- 
missioners of both countries encourages the 
beliof that a definite agreement will soon be 
concluded.

Itis greatly to be hoped that no‘more 
agitation will be suffered on the subject. 

The Standard reproduces a report that counsel 
has been retained to press the claims of the bond- 
holders to the sum in the Bank of England. 


Wasuineton, Nov. 3.—The State Depart- 
ment has had no correspondence, and does not 
contemplate having any, with the English Govern- 
ment in reference to the reported balance remain- 
ing inthe Euglich banks to the credit of the Con- 
federate States. A story was circulated here this 
afternoon to the effect that Treasurer Gilfillan had 
said that there were Confederate bonds in the 
Treasury representing many millions of dollars, 
and that they were being counted with a view to 
selling them. Mr, Gilfillan says, emphatically, that 
he has never said anything of the kind. Assistant 
Secretary Upton, this evening, said that dur- 
ing Secretary Boutwell’s administration the 
Government paid $50,000 for a_ great 
mass of Confederate archives, and among 
them were many bonds which are now stored 
away in the room devoted to captured and aban- 
doned property. He did not think that any cne 
connected with the Government had a right to sell 
them without the authorization of Congress. His 
impression was that the bonds were unsigned, 
although he was not positive, not having seen any 
of them in years. No examination has been made 
of the bonds and papers stored away in the room 
referred te, and Mr. Upton says he has no means of 
judging whether there are few or many of the 
coupon bonds of 1865 among the accumulation. 
He thought there might be Confederate bends of 
different kinds on hand representing $1,000,000. 


LOSSES BY FIRE.

At Olean, N. Y., yesterday morning a fire 
destroyed the American House, owned by Mrs. 
Burke, ana five smali frame buildings. Four of the 
latter belonged to L. P. Conneli and the otber to 
Frederick Dauhl. The loss on the American House 
is $5.000; insurance, $3,200; on the other buildings, 
$3,500, partially insured. George Brooks and wife, 
in jumping from one of the buildings, each had 4 
leg broken. It is thought Mrs. Brooks received 
fatal internal injuries. 

Late on Wednesday night a fire occurred in 
Edward Cooney’s mattress factory, at No. 100 
Myrtle-avenue, Brooklyn, which occasioned damage 
to the extent of $1,000. Cooney had his son, with 
whom he quarreled some time ago, arrested on 
a charge of incendiarism. No evidence was ob- 
tained against the young man and he was dis- 
charged. 

The Spencer Wire Company’s rolling mill, 
at Upper Wire Village, Spencer, Mass., was burned 
Wednesday night. The loss is $10,000; insurance, 
$7,000 in the Royal, North American, Home, and 
German-American companies. 

A fire in Bradford, Peun., yesterday morn- 
ing destroyed the round-house of the Olean, Brad- 
ford and Warren Railroad. Four locomotives in 


the building at the time were damaged. The loss 
is $4,800; fully insnred. 


The Orono Cottage Furniture Company’s 
factory, at Toronto, Ontario, with the machinery 
and @ arge quantity of furniture, was burned yes- 
terday. The loss is about $10,000.

THE MOSSBACKS IN OHIO 


———_——_ 


UNPLEASANT FEELING AMONG 
THE BUCKEYE DEMOCRATS. 
LEADERS BITTERLY OPPOSED TO EACH OTHER 

—BOOKWALTER’S FRIENDS AND THE OLD 
BOURBONS—-ACCUSATIONS OF TREACH- 
ERY—SENATOR PENDLETON’S POSITION. 
Coivumpus, Ohio, Nov. 3.—In the Demo- 
cratic Party of Ohio there exists to-day a feel- 
ing as opposite to brotherly love as could well 
be imagined or even desired by their political 
opponents, the Republicans. Evidence of the 
bitter, and, it might be said, the revengeful, 
attitude of the Young Democracy against what 
they are pleased to call ‘‘the old mossbacks” 
has not in the least abated since the election 
last month, which resulted in the overwhelm- 
ing defeat of the young men’s candidate, and 
which, under ordinary circumstances, would 
doubtless place the party machinery in other 
hands than those which controlled the Demo- 
cratic campaign in the last Gubernatorial con- 
test. The surface indications, however, are 
such as to indicate the retention of the ma- 
chinery now in their possession, and there ap- 
pears to be no disposition on the part of the 
young eagles to throw up the sponge and in- 
vite the old Bourbons to come to their rescue, 
Prominent leaders of Mr. Bookwalter’s cam- 
paign have of late been deeply chagrined by 
the exposures recently published in THE 
TIMES, and if there had been any disposition 
on their part to encourage a more conciliatory 
feeling with a view of uniting all elements it 
has for the present at least relapsed, and the 
bitterness has only increased, if that were pos- 
sible. Very few of the leaders in the Book- 
walter movement were prepared to credit the 
statement recently set forth in Taz Times, but 
upon investigation they are free to admit that 
the treachery of the ‘‘old mossbacks” has not 
half been told, They no longer speak in whis- 
pers or im a confidential way, but openly pro- 
claim that Mr. Bookwalter and the entire 
State ticket was beaten by the men within the 
party, led on by Senator George H. Pendleton 
and four out of the five Democratic Congress- 
men, who feared that if elected Bookwalter’s 


wealth might contribute largely toward elim- 
inating them from political preferment in the 
future. It is openly charged that the Ohio 
Senator, as well as the Congressmen referred 
to, was not anxious that the General Assem- 
bly should be controlled by the Democrats, 
lest that body should make such a record as to 
place the party on the defensive two years 
hence, which would insure the election of a 


; Republican Legislature and the end of his 


Senatorial prospects for several vears at least. 
It was argued that the Republicans, with a 
heavy majority in both branches, would be 
quite as likely to become reckless, and that it 
would not only aid Mr. Pendleton, but also the 
Democratic Party in the Presidential year. 
There being no Congressional elections in Ohio 
this year, the Congressmen agreed to ignore 
Bookwalter and his party managers, And 
that they didsois only too apparent. One 
Obio Congressman is charged by a member 
of the State Executive Committee with having 
so little interest in the election that he had to 
be sent for to vote. Congressman Converse, of 
Columbus, is the gentleman referred to, 

In speaking of the manner in which Bookwal- 
ter was treated by the ‘* old fossils,” (another 
term now indulged in,) a member of the Dem- 
ocratic committee said: ‘* This whole ques- 
tion about Bookwalter’s nomination being a 
wise one is no longer debatable; the fact that 
he polled a larger vote than any candidate on 
the State ticket is conclusive evidence that he 
was the strongest man we could have nom- 
inated. Had we nominated some old copper- 
head we would have been buried by 50,000.” 
In referring to Senator Pendleton, he said 
that the Ohio Senator had seen fit to ignore the 
candidate nominated by his party, and the 
fact would not be forgotten. Mr. Pendleton 
hoped to return to the Senate, and if the Dem- 


} ocrats were successful in electing the Legis- 
| lature two years hence, the friends and sup- 


porters of Mr. Bookwalter would see to it 


that candidates for Legislative honors con- } 
; trolled by Mr. 


Pendleton were not nomi- 
nated, and intimated that if the Republi-

A MOTION TO GIVE THE DEFENSE ACCESS TO 
CERTAIN EVIDENCES OF CRIME. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 3.—In the Criminal 
Court to-day, Guiteau’s counsel asked for an 
order to compel the District Attorney to give 
up certain letters, newspaper scraps and news- 
papers, and a pistol, taken from Guiteau at the 
time of his arrest. The District Attorney re- 
plied that he held them properly as evidenees 
of crime. Thecourt will probably decide that 
Guiteau’s counsel! has a right to examine them. 
The letters asked for are mainly those in which 
Guiteau intimates that he had killed the 
President in the interest of the Stalwarts, 
and one in which he proposes a Cabinet 
for Mr. Arthur composed of Mr. Conkling, 
Emory A. Storrs, and ethers. The clippings 
from newspapers are from the principal Stal- 
wart journals, and are chiefly denunciations 
of President Garfield, on the ground that he 
was betraying the Republican Party. This 
request of Guiteau’s counsel is regarded as an 
indication that_one argument for the defense 
will be that Guiteau’s weak mind was first 
strongly impressed with the arguments of the 
Stalwart press that Garfield was sacrificing 


the interests of the party, and thereby led to 
believe that it would be a patriotic act to kill 
him. There was another significant statement 
made by Mr. Robinson, the counsel appointed 
by the court, to the effect that he desired to be 


understood as feeling at full iiberty to object 
to the jurisdiction of the court if he should 
conclude to embrace that in his line of defense, 
without regard to Mr. Scoville’s statement 


that the objection would not be raised.

CINCINNATI’S WATER SUFPLY. 


—_.>-———— 
THE PRESENT MEANS INADEQUATE—SUGGES- 
TIONS FOR BETTER METHODS. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 3,—A meeting for thecon’ 
sideration of the city’s water supply was held to- 
day at the Board of Trade Rooms. It was made 
up of representatives duly appointed of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Boards of Trade and Trans- 
portation and the Tax-payers’ League. The Chief 
Engineer reported that the present water-works 
are entirely inadequate to the wants of the city. 
The engines are old and much worn; they frequent- 
ly need repair, and there is great danger that 
several of them will get out of order some day at 


the same time, and the city be left with the short 
supply _of water contained in one storage reser- 
voir. When the riveris high the basement of the 
water-works building is flooded. and repairs to the 
machinery cannot goon until the water subsides. 
At present a sewer empties its filth into the river 
above the pumps. If their use is to be continued, 
this sewer will have to be carried along the bank 
of the river and emptied at a point below the 
water-works, A new _seweris being built which 
will drain the entire Walnut Hills district. This, 
unless the water-works are removed, will have to 
be carried along the river for more than two miles 
at great cost. To make these and other necessary 
improvements and provide new engines and pump- 
ing machinery will cost about $4,000,000. 

A discussion followed the reading of the engi- 
neer’s report, which resulted in the appointing of a 
committee, which will make a thorough examina- 
tion of the whole subject. The preponderance of 
opinion seems to be in favor of the Markley farm 
projeet, which is recommended by the engineer, 
and provides for the building of new water-works 10 
miles up the river at an expense, including duplicate 
mains over the entire distance, of $5,500,000. This 
_ however, would meet with strong opposition 
n other quarters owing to the belief that the cost 
of the works proposed would be ultimately carried 
up to $10,000,000, and that it would afford a cover for 
much corruption and jobbery. Artesian wells are 
being successfully sunk in different parts of the city 
by private enterprise. It is found necessary to 
drive them from 1,200 to 2,000 feet. The water 
rises 100 feet above. the river level 
and flows in exhaustless streams. Twenty- 
five such wells, of large bore, would furnish as 
much water as the present pumping works. They 
could be driven for about $8,000 each. The water 
is suipho-saline, which will prevent its ever being 
used for all purposes, It could be used, however, 
for sprinkling the streets, putting out fires, and 
supplying stables, bath-rooms, &c., and thus afford 
great relief to the inadequate pumping works at 
present in use. The question of resorting to 
artesian wells is, therefore, likely to be seriously 
considered before the question of water supply in 
Cincinnati is definitely settled.

The mortality in Hartford 
does not show an increase, but more cases are re- 
ported. There is no exemption of age—even in- 
fants are attacked. In many placesthe attendance 
at school is more or less interfered with by the 
recurring chills. 
to drainage has been paid, reports a few cases 
through the drought, but much less than in former 
years, while for the present New-Milford. where 
similar work in systematic drainage has been done, 
is reported as entirely free from malarial diseases, 
Diphtheria has steadily increased during the past 
two months, and in October was quite 
prevalent in Hartford, the original nest of 
the disease being in an oid wool and 
hide storehouse which had been converted into a 
dwelling-house and stands in an unsanitary !o- 
cation. Scarlet fever has inereased. Itis reported 
as quite frequent in Derby, Salisbury. and New- 
Canaan, although in none of these places is there 
anything like an epidemic—from three to six cases 
at most, Several towns report one case each, all 
of amildtype. Cerebro-spinal meningitis is quite 
prevalent in Bridgeport, and both the acute and 
chronic types are reported from the latter place. 
Erysipeias, also, is reported as of rather unusual 
frequency. Hampton, Salisbury, Manchester, Nau- 
gatuck, New-Canaan, Derby, Simsbury, and Wil- 
lington, each report one or mere cases. Whooping- 
cough is reported as prevalent in New-Canaan, 
Salisbury, and Willington. A few cases of measies 
are reported in one town only. In places where 
malarial diseases are not prevalent as yet typhoid 
fever is reported as unusually frequent thus early 
in the season. In Willington a large number of 
cases are reported, and its existence is noted quite 
generally in the region specified.

AN ARGUMENT FOR BRADY 


pee Sea 
PROCKEEDINGS IN THE STAR ROUTE 
CASHES BEGUN. 
MR. WILSON ARGUES AGAINST THE VALIDI- 
TY OF THE INFORMATION—THE CRIMES 
OF BRADY AND HIS ASSOCIATES DE- 
CLARED TO BE IMPOSSIBLE—AN ORA- 
TORICAL FLOURISH BY COL, INGERSOLL 
—MR. BLISS TO SPEAK TO-DAY, 
Wasuineton, Nov. 8.—The hearing in 
relation to the information filed by the Gov- 
ernment in the Prescott and Santa Fé star 
route case began this morning, before Judge 
Cox, in the Criminal Court. The Government 
was represented by Benjamin H,. Brewster, 
Col. George Bliss, and Col. W. A. Cook, 
Among those present were ex-Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General Brady and his chief 
clerk, J. L. French, two of the defendants. 
The arguments are made upon the defendants’ 
motion to strike from the record the order of 
the court directing that the information 
should be filed. The defendants attempt to 
show that the method of proceeding by infor- 
mation instead of by Grand Jury indictment 
is improper and ought not to beallowed. The 
contest was opened by Jeremiah Wilson, of 
defendants’ counsel, who’ addressed the court 
until nearly 2:30 o'clock, presenting the points 
and authorities upon which the defendants 


rely. Before adjournment Col. Robert G. 
Ingersoll made an address, which was 
remarkable for rhetorical flourish rather than 
for legal strength, and succeeded in getting 
considerable applause from the audieace. At 
the close of his address Col. Cook turned the 
laugh upon him by very soberly asking for 
the authorities in oe of his assertions, It 
is probabie that the hearing will continue until 
Monday or Tuesday. Col. George Bliss will 
address the court in behalf of the Government 
to-morrow, and will be followed by Mr. ‘lotten 
or Mr. Chandler for the defendants. The clos- 
ing argument will be made by Benjamin H. 
Brewster, for the Government, 


POINTS OF THE ARGUMENTS. 

Mr. Wilson, in opening the case for the de- 
fendants, recited the steps already taken in the 
case, and said there could be no authority found in 
any statute for filing a criminal information. If it 
could be filed at all, it could only be filed because of 
its being authorized by the common law that had 
come down from English ancestors. The propo- 
sition tolgnore the Grand Jury in a case so im- 
portant must have been a great surprise to the 
court, as it certainly was and continued to be 
to the entire profession, outside of the 
circle of learned attorneys on the part of tke 
Government. It has always been regarded as 


| an extraordinary remedy in England, and so ex- 


traordinary thatthe court always (except in the 
case of that monument of wrong and oppression 


| the Court of Star Chamber) regarded and treated 


it with disfavor. There had never been in this 
country a prosecution by information except in the 
case of minor offenses, such as violations of the 
revenue laws, where that mode of proceeding has 
been expressly autherized by statute. If the pros- 


ecution relied on the common law, then they | 


must be bound bvits rules. If they would live by 
the sword, they might perish by the sword. At 
common law, the Attorney-General, represent- 
ing the Crown, might file an information 


in the Court of King’s Bench at_his 
own discretion end on his own responsibility. 
The Attorney-General need not ask leave of the 
court. It was the King’s own court, and he was 
the representative of the King. The court would 
not grant him leave if he asked it. No oath was 
necessary for such an information and no wit- 
nesses, Noone would pretend that such a pro- 
ceeding as that could prevailin this country. The 
fourth article of the amendment of the Constitu- 
That article read:

There must be ac- 
companying it an oath or affirmation, and that 
oath or affirmation must be sufficient to show 
probable cause. He referred to a recent article in 
a New-York newspaper complaining of some 
great dereliction of duty in this court, 
because in a certain other case somebody 
had beer interfering to prevent the Grand 
Jury from finding an indictment uniess there was 
some evidence brought before the Grand Jury, and 
said sarcastically that of course Judge Story, in 
his ‘time, did not know half as much as the editor 
of this newspaper knew, but Judge Story had 
stated that the Grand Jury was the great inquest 
between the Government and the citizens, and 
that the Grand Jury must have evidence before it 
to warrant an indictment. But in this case the 
court was asked to allow this information to be 
filed and warrants to be issued on the affidavits of 
Mr. James, ihe Postmaster-General, and Mr. P. 
Henry Woodward. Ho read those aflidavits and 
argued that not a single fact was sworn to in 
them. There was nothing in them bet information 
and belief. From beginning to end there was 
nothing but hearsayin them; and he had never 
heard of anybody being indieted simply on belief. 
‘That was no evidence which the court would allow 
to go before a Grand Jury or before atrial jury. 
It might be sufficient to base a newspaper indict- 
ment upon, but it would not be allowed in a Tombs 
Police Court. He contended that under the com- 
mon law the proceedings should be prompt and 
that there should be no delay. If there was 
dela some excuse would have to be of- 
fered. According to one of the counts in 
the information the conspiracy was formed in 1877, 
and according to two others in October, 1878. It 
was a matter of public history that as much as two 
years ago Congress had elaborately investigated 
this identical matter, and had appropriated money 
to carry out this very contract which it was said 
was so very corrupt. The facts had been notorious 
for more than two years. What excuse was given 
for the delay? None whatever. True, the court 
was asked to allew an information to be filed be- 
cause three years bad about elapsed which the 
prosecution said would werk a bar under the Stat- 
ute of Limitations. That was no excuse; it was 
the fault of the prosecution that they had delayed. 
The prosecution had avoided the Grand Jury. 
Why? Because if they had gone before the Grand 
Jury the documents and papers that Mr. James 
spoke of would have had to be produced. Mr. 
James’s say-so as to their contents would not have 
been accepted, nor would his statement as to what 
had been toid him by somebody been received. 
They had keptaway from the Grand Jury because 
t was necessary to suppress the truthin the mat- 
ter in order to get a standing in this court. There 
had been the grossest misrepreseatation in this 
case, and the grossest suppression of the truth, 
Mr. Bliss here interposed, stating that he did not 
desire by his silence to be estopped from objecting 
to the defense doing anything in the nature of a 
demurrer to the information in form or in fact. 

Mr. Wilson replied that his friend would not be 
eonsidered as waivinganything. Nothing had been 
presented in the nature of ademurrer. It was not 
that. It was a question entirely above and beyond 
and back of that. It was a question whether the 
prosecution had not come here in such @ way as to 
entitle them to the consideration of this court and 
to entitle them to fileaninformation. The defense 
was showiug cause. His friend (Mr. Bliss) said to 
the court, ‘** Let me file that paper;’’ he (Mr. Wil- 
son) said, ‘Do not allow him.’”’ Why? Because 
the truth was not told in that paper. The defense 
was not demurring or pleading to the paper; they 
were showing its ineauity. The prosecution relied 
upon the common law, but the common law said 
that the prosecution must have clean hands. Let 
them wash their hands, not “ with invisible soap in 
imperceptible water.” Let them have a goed 
square wash. 

He then proceeded toargue thatifalaw called 
upon an executive officerto make a decision, the 
law which required him to do so protected him in 
his decision, and he contended tbat the judicial 
branch of the Government could not in such a case 
infringe upon the executive. ‘Ihe prosecution said 
that the law gave Gen, Brady authority to makea 
decision, but that he did it corruptly. Any inquiry 
asto that should not be conducted in this court, 
but in another tribunal, ahigh court of impeach- 
ment. Ifthe contrary were maintained the prose- 
eution could come im with an information and 
arraign the legislative branch of the Government 
for votes given in the discharge of official duties. 
They couid arraign every member who voted: for 
the appropriation out of which the contract com- 
plained of was paid. The Government had three 
co-ordinate branches, each the equal of and inde- 
pendent of the others, and this court had 
po more right to try an executive officer 
or a Senator, or a Representative, for acts done by 
them in the discharge of official duties, than it had 
to try the Chief-Justice of this distinguished court, 
He then proceeded to formulate another proposition 
which he regarded as fatal to the prosecution, name- 
ly, that in order to constitute an offense against 
the United States under section 5,440 of the Revised 


_ Statutes, the fraud conspired to be performed must 


be such a one as had been defined 
Tn nother 


statute and 
a arime woarda. @ conspiracy 


must be to do that which, if done by one, would be 
a crime defined by statute. Suppose, for the sake 
of argument, that the accused had unlawfully ex- 
pedited star routes and increased the service 
thereon. Was that an offense against the United 
States? No! Nostatute had said so. Suppose 
the accused did everthing just as they were charged 
to have done. Had any statute stated that 
that was a frand? Therefore, this case did not 
come within the provisions of section 5,440. 
The last reason which he presented in support of 
the motion to quash was a constitutional one, 
Under the Constitution no person could be held to 
answer for any capital or other infamous crime 
except upon the presentment or indictment of the 
Grand Jury. e argued that the crime here 
charged was infamous, and that, therefore, 
it could not be prosecuted by information, 
In coneluding his argument, Mr. Wilson said: “I 
know that your Honor appreciatesthe importance 
of the question t asmeerge by this proceeding. It is 
not the accused alone who are interested. The 
rights and interests of a!l the people of this Nation 
are involved in this question. If you decide thata 
District Attorney can, without evidence, present a 
citizen for agrave crime, (for thatis what you 
must do if you sustain this proceeding,) if you de- 
cide that a party may be presented for an offense 
which has not been defined by any statute, (as you 
must do if you sanction this proceeding,) you will 
have put the law back to where England was 200 
a ago. Ithank your Honor for your atten- 
tion.’ 

Mr. Bliss said it appeared from the argument 
which had just been made that the defense had 
other objections to the information, and that there 
were other propositions to be made againstit. He 
quoted aremark made by Mr. Wilson, to the effect 
that section 5,440 had been repealed, and that a 
point would be made upon that by one of the other 
counsel forthe defense. He thought it only fair 
that before the prosecution should be called upon 
to answer all the propositions for the defense 
should be stated. 

Mr. Cook also contended that Mr, Ingersoll 
should present the case of Mr. Brown, his client, 
before the prosecution should be obliged to go on. 

Mr. Ingersoll—I suppose that after we shall have 
heard from one of the learned gentlemen on the 
other side, it may be inorder for me to say a few 
words in regard to Mr. Brown; but I am free now 
to contract that If either of you gentlemen success- 
fully answer the argument that has been made, I 
will not say anything about Brown. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Bliss said that he wished to be perfectly fair 
about the matter. It might happen that some of 
the points which he was to answer would be pre- 
sented by Mr. Ingersoll, which would make it no- 
cessary for him (Mr. Bliss) to again address the 
court. He thought, therefore, that it would be bet- 
er for Mr. Ingersoll to precede him. 


Mr. Ingersoll—I may say, for the enlightenment 
of Mr. Bliss, that I shall insist that the facts set 
forth in this information in regard to Mr. Brown, 
even if all admitted to be true, do not constitute 
any offense. Secondly, I shall insist that the facts 
set forthin each and every count are contradic- 
tory, absurd, and impossible. enenter. It is im- 
= that any such acts should have been done 
nany such way. Now, that is my general state- 
ment—that there is nothing in this information 
charging Mr. Brown with any indictable offense. 
Whether an information needs facts is another 
question. I shall insist that it is impossible that 
Brown ever conspired with Mr. Brady to influence 
Brady, orthat Brady ever conspired with Browrg to 
get Brown to influerce him. [Laughter.] I shall 
insist that Brown never conspired with Brady to 
give a contract te McDonough, and that there- 
upon McDonough never conspired with Brady and 
Brown to have the contract declared null and void. 
I shall insist that McDonough never conspired to 
cheat himself, and that he never went to the ex- 
tent of hiring Brown to help him. [Laughter. I 
shall also insist that it is not within the horizon of 
the probable that any man ever paid $8,000 or 
$16,600 to get that other to conspire with another 
man as well as himself to defraud himself. Now. I 
think I have given a general view of the 
course I intend to pursue so far as Mr. 
Brown {is concerned. I shall also insist that 
the affidavit of Mr. James, to the effect 
that certain contracts are on file in his office, does 
not tend toshow that Brown went to New-York 
with an illegal object. I shall also insist that when 
Mr. James states im his affidavit that he has had 
conversations with certain persons that those per- 
sons shall be brought into court. I shall insist, 
when he speaks of contracts, that those contracts 
shall be brought into court. I shall insist the same 
in regard tothe affidavit of Woodward, and, finally, 
I shall insist {and here Mr. Ingersoll dropped his 
bantering tone and spoke seriously, emphasizing 
his remark with blows of his hand upon the 
table] that in this country. or any other coun- 
try where Saxon blood gives evidence of lib- 
erty and manhood, a Grand Jury stands 
between a citizen and his  calumniator, 
no matterif that calumniator is an officer of the 
Cabinet or the President of the United States. 
{Applause.}] I shal] alsoinsist, before I get through 
with the case of Brown, that the Grand Jurvis 
placed between a citizen and his reputation to pro- 
vide for precisely a case like this. I shall insist 
that when a high official of this Nation states that, 
though he has not yet convicted my client, he has 
branded him.I shall insist that the Grand Jury 
stand between that official and the citizen and pre- 
vent him from using that brand. I shall insist that 
this information bas been found improperly, ile- 
gally, and contrary to the spirit of American lib- 
erty. NowTIhave given you, it may be, a general 
view of the course lintend to pursue.” [{Laugh- 
ter, which was increased by the serious manner in 
which Mr. Cook inquired of Col. Ingersoll the au- 
thorities upon which he relied. ] 

After some sarcastic remarks between the coun- 
sel, it was agreed that Mr. Bliss should open for 
the Government to-morrow morning, and that he 
should be foliowed by Mr. Ingersoll, but that if 
the latter should advance propositions to which 
Mr. Bliss might desire to reply, he would be per- 
mitted to do so. 

The court then, at 2:45, adjourned until to-mor- 
row. 


THE NEW BRITISH MiNISTER. 


RECEIVING THE WELCOMES OF THE COMMIT- 
TEES ON BOARD THE INDIANA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3.—The American 
Line steamer Indiana, having on board the Hon. 
Lionel Sackville-West, the British Minister to 
Washington, arrived at the Breakwater this fore- 
noon, and off New-Castle at 3:15 P.M. The vessel 
had been expected from an early hour, but was de- 
tained by fog in the bay, and the revenue 
steamer Hamilton lay ‘in readiness, at Wal- 
nut-street wharf, with instructions to sail 
down the river with the American and 
English Reception Committees to meet the 
Indiana and welcome the diplomatist. The gentle- 
men composing the committees went on board the 
Hamilton at 2 o’clock this afternoon, but when the 
telegram announcing the arrival finally came to 


hand it was decided that the final reception should 
be postponed until te-morrow. A small party 
ot gentlemen, however, decided to Zo 
down to the Indiana, and the Red Star tug New- 
Castle was placed at their disposal. The Indiana 
was not reached until past 7 o’clock in the 
evening. The steam-ship was tying at anchor 
off New-Castle. A gangway was lowered 
to tbe tug, and in ai few moments 
the party was in the presenee of the British Minis- 
ter. Col. Welsh, President of the American Line, 
was the first to grasp him by the hand, and then 
Consul Clipperton, who presented the other gen- 
tlemen, with all of whom the new Minister 
shook hands. The new Minister is rather under 
the medium height, with full beard. clear-cut fea- 
tures, and bold forehead, He appeared to be much 
flattered with the warm greeting he received, and 
spoke in the highest terms of the courtesies 
extended to him by the American Steam ship Line. 
He said he had enjoyed his voyage and had found 
Capt. Sargent a most excellent commander. 
He bad no idea that the people of 
Philadelphia had intended to give him 
a formal welcome, and felt sure that it would be 
the best reception that he had ever received 
since he has held the rank of Minister. 
He was delighted to find that such cordial relations 
existed between the two countries, and he thanked 
his visitors for their offers of courtesies. In con- 
clusion, he said he should be much grati- 
fied in placing himself at the disposal of 
the reception committees. Before leaving the 
Indiana, Greville Fryer, Chairman of the 
Committee of Reception of the British 
societies. and Henry D. Welsh. Chairman of 
the Citizens’ Committee, arranged a programme for 
to-morrow. He will be escorted to places of in- 
terest during the morning, and at noon will start 
for Washington. 


SMALL-POX AT PITTSTON. 
Pittston, Penn., Nov. 3.—In regard to the 
prevalence of sroall-pox here Dr. R. H. Gibbons has 
issued the following card: ‘‘The number of cases 
that have oceurred in the borough is 8, and the 
number of cases in Jenkins and adjoining town- 


ships 30,in 15 different houses. There have been 
many others at different times during the past four 
weeks, most of which are convalescent. During 
that time there have been 10 deaths. Of the above 
80 cases, 20 per cent. are of the milder type of the 
disease, viz., varioloid. The authorities—berough 
and Poor-have taken the strictest precautions to

THE OPERATIONS AND CONDITION OF HI8 DE« 

PARTMENT—A LARGE INCRBASE IN THR 

GOLD BALANCE DURING THE YEAR—TH# 
BOND AND CURRENCY TRANSACTIONS. 

WasHINnGToN, Nov. 3,—The annual report 
of Treasurer Gilfillan, showing the financial opera- 
tions of the United States Treasury for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, was submitted to-day. The 
transactions of the Treasurer’s office for the yea¥ 
are summarized as follows: 

The receipts of the Government show an increas@ 
over those for 1880 from every source. The in« 
crease in the receipts from Customs is $11,687,611 427 
from internal revenue, $11,255,011 59; from sales of 
public lands, $1,185,356 57, and from miscellaneoug 
sources, $3,177,702 01. The total increase is $27.< 
255,681 59, which, added to a net reduction of 
$6,980,070 19 in expenditures, makes an in 
crease in the surplus revenue of $34,185,751 78; 
The net revenues were $360,782,292 57, and 
the net expenditures, $260,712,887 59. The 
excess of recelpts over payments was $100,« 
069,404 98, of which $90,872,261 03 was expended in 
the redemption of the public dept. The balance inj 
the Treasury increased $48,667,603 93, from $203,-: 
791,321 88 at the beginning, to $252,458,925 81 at the’ 
end of the fiscal year. Ths amount expended on! 
account of interest and premium on the publia 
debt ran down from $98,552,895 53 in the fiscal year 
1880, to $83,569,989 96, areduction of $14,982,905 57) 
The balance standing to the credit of disbursing 
officers and agents of the United States, with 
the various offices of the Treasury, June 380, 1881, 
was $24,936,307 88. The receipts for the fiscal yeas 


on aecount of the Post Office Department wera 
$39,757,664 72, and the expenditures $38,544,935 1 
of which amounts $24,702,708 44 were received an 
expended directly by Postmasters. The unavail 
able funds ofthe Treasury stand at $29,521,632 72 
having been increased $9,425 87 since the last re 
port: by reason of taking up on this account cen 
tain items previously carried in thecash. The um 
available funds of the Post Office Department aa 
count remain unchanged, at $40,078 06. 


THE BANKS AND THE CURRENCY, 

During the year, 54 national banks were organ 
ized and 20 went into voluntary liquidation, leay 
ing 2,186 doing business at the close of the year 
No national bank failed during the year. Thé 
semi-annual duty accruing from national banks 
during the year was $8,493,552 55, all of which hax 
been collected and paid into the Treasury, 
making the total amount collected by the Treas 
urer since the establishment of the national 
banking system in 1863, $108,855,021 90. At tha 
close of the year there was held by the Treasurer 


in United States bonds $360,505,900 as security for 
the circulation of national banks, and $15,295,500 
as security for public deposits in national bank 
depositories. During the year $276,899.700 im 
bonds was deposited for these purposes, and $277, 
527,350 withdrawn, exceeding by far the transac< 
tions of any former year. These changes werg 
chiefly due to the continuance of the 5 and 6 pex 
cent. bonds at 314 per cent. but were caused ix 
considerable part by the substitution of the con- 
tinued bonds for 4 and 4% per cents. 

The United States currency outstanding at the 
close of the year was $362,539,.437 65. There was 
redeemed during the year $71,069,974 95, making 
the total redemptions since the firstissue of cur 
rency $2,300,141.073 36. United States bonds 
amounting to $85,304,050 were retired during the 
year. The aggregate amount retired by pur- 
chase, redemption, conversion. and exchange, 
from March 11, 1869, to the close of the fiscal year, 
is $1,983.344,800. Coupons from United States 
bonds, of the value of $22,797,667 52, were paid dur~ 
ing the year, and quarterly interest on registered 
stock of the funded loans, amounting to $44, 
455,790 17, was paid by means of 305, 
101 checks, drawn payable to the order of th¢ 
respective stockholders and sent to them by mail 
The amount of national bank notes received foi 
redemption during the year was $59,650,259. The 
aggregate redemptions under the act of Jnne W 
1874, have been $1,099,634,77 , 


GOLD, SILVER, AND NOTES, 

Comparing the condition of the Treasury Sept 
30, 1881, with its condition on the same day las 
year, the most striking changes are the increase iz 
the gold coin and bullion and standard silver dot 
lars on hand and in the silver certificates outstand 
ing. Deducting the gold eertificates actually out 
standing, the gold belonging to the Government o4 
Sept. 30, of the last four years, was $112,€02,622 2 
in 1878; $154,987,371 29 in 1879; $128,160,085 77 in 
1880, and $169,552,746 41 in 1881. In 1880 the gold 


ran down nearly $27,000,000, but this decrease was 
much more than overcome in 1881, when it in- 
creased wore than $41,000,000, reaching the highest 
point ever attained. This increase, the Treasurer 
nays, was largely due tothe sale for gold coin in 
New-York, under the ciccular of Sept. 18, 1880, of 
exchange on the West and South, payable in silver 
cert.ticates. More than $23,500,000 in gold has beem 
deposited withthe Assistant Treasurer in New- 
York oa this account during the last 15 months, 
exclusive of the amount deposited on account of 
standard silver dollars. The gross amount of gold 
and silver coin and bullion held by the Treasury, 
without regard to the obligations outstanding 
against it, has ranged from $163.969,444 70 in 1875, 
to $222,807,363 01 in 1879, $214,303,215 28 in 1880, and 
$269,706,998 76 in 1881. The increase within tne 
last year has been $55,400,000, of which $39,150,000 
isin gold, and $16,250,000 in silver. The increase 
in the gold has been greater and in the silver less, 
in the last year, than in any year since the coinage 
of the standard silver dollars bega.. 

The amount of United States notes on hand 
which largely decreased during the two preceding 
years has slightly increased during the last year, 
notwithstanding the urgent public demand fol 
notes for circulation. The amount on hand above 
the amount required for the payment of Clearing 
house certificates is $20,000,000, against $18,000,000 4 
year ago. The amount now held is not more thar 
sufficient for the reasonable requirements of the 
various offices of the Treasury. The Treasurer; 
while freely furnishing new United States notes iz 
redemption of old United States notes and of na: 
tional bank notes, has endeavored to husband th¢ 
supply by the use of gold. standard silver dollars. 
and silver certificates in payment of demands 
on the Treasury. The practice during the pasi 
year has been to make 10 per cent. Oj 
all payments in silver dollars or certificates, 
40 per cent. in gola coin, and £0 per cent. im notes; 
To this rule there is one important exception. Un« 
der the arrangement between the Treasury and the 
New-York Clearing-house all of the payments by 
the Treasury to this institution, aggregating $275, 
000,000 a year, must be made in gold coin or United 
States notes. Standard silver dollars are not re: 
ceivable under its rules, although silver certificates 
are now being paid to it by the Treasury, to some 
extent in large denominations, in lieu of gold coin, 
for use in the payment of Customs dues. Aside 
from any personal views as to the expediency 0! 
reviving the silver doilar, the Treasurer says {i 
would seem unwise for any branch of the Govern: 
ment to encourage an arrangement by which 4 
coin which the law has made a full iegal tender it 
discredited. 

The gross assets of the Government, including 
the funds held for the redemption of gold, silver, 
and currency certificates, are $331,981,210 11, hav 
ing increased more than $64,000,000 during the lust 
year, and being larger than on the corresponding 
date in any year since 1878. This increase is due iz 
chief part to deposits on aecount of silver certifi 
eates, which amounted during the year to $45, 
600,000. A large share of these certificates wa; 
issued for deposits of gold, which directly increase¢ 
the assets, which, so far as they were issued ia 
payment of demands on the Treasury, they pro 
tected the assets to a like extent. 


THE REDEMPTION RESERVE. 

In referring to the reserve held for the redemps 
tion of United States notes, Treasurer Gilfillan 
says: *‘There is no provision of law requiring a 
specie reserve for the redemption of United Stated 
notes. In preparation for resumption of speci¢ 
payments a fund was created in the Treasury undez 
section 3 of the Resumption act of 1975 by the 
sale of $95,500,000 of bonds, and the accumulation 
of surplus revenue to protect the outstanding notes, 


The amount of this fund has never been definitely 
fixed, but it has been maintained at about 40 pei 
cent. of the United States notes outstanding. Th<« 
present fund is estimated by deducting from the’cast 
in the Treasury the aggregate of current liabilities; 
other than United States notes. and this excess 01 
cash has been maintained and called the reserve 
These current liabilities include coin and currenc) 
certificates, balances subject to checks of disburs 
ing officers, the funds for the redemption of nation 
al bank notes, interest due and unpaid, outstand 
ing checks, matured bonds and interest. the bal 
ance due the Post Office Department, old debts, 
undistributed assets of failed national banks, 
and various smaller items. Aside from the coig 
and currency certificates, there has been but little 
fluctuation in the aggregate amount of these itema 
since the close of the refunding operations. Thé 
obligations which are the evidences of these lia; 
bilities are innumerable and widely scattered, corm: 
prising bords and interest notes, the remnants of 
old loans and calls long matured, old coupons, and 
many small amounts of nunuclaimed registered in- 
terest, remnants of the circulation of failed liqui- 
dating and reducing national banks, all of whic 
now find their way to the Treasury slowly an 
could not be presented in any large amount with 
out simultaneous action by many persons, whict 
experience shows is impossible, ana were it possi« 
various funds are always — replenished, 
ample >ublic revenues or other dew 
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posits madein pursuance of law. It has usue.iy 
en assumed that a reserve of 40 per cent. is aui- 


ficient for the protection of the United 
Btates notes, but it is plain that under this 
method of computation tho reserve is not 
merely 40 per cent. of the liability 
represented by United States. notes, but also 100 
per cent. of all other liabilities. So far asthe gold, 
silver, and Clearing-house certificates are con- 
verned, it is necessary under the laws authorizin; 
their issue that their full amount should be se 
aside in gold, silver, and United States notes, re- 
ctively. as funds for their redemption, but as to 
e other liabilities no such obligation exists, and 
It is submitted that no higher reserve is required 
for their protection than is required for the protec- 
tion of the United States notes. In the changed 
condition of trade and commerce, unless some 
salamity shall overtake the Nation, there seems to 
be no probability of a run upon the reserve 
of the Treasury. The total demand for 
soin in redemption of United States 
notes has aggregated since resumption but $12,029,- 
086, and no notes whatever have been presented 
for redemption since February, 1881. Should there 
pver be aran on the specie reserves of the Treas- 
ary the United States notes will be made the basis 
pf the demand, and not the other matured obliga- 
Hons which compose the very varied current lia- 
bilities of the Government mentioned above.” 

The excess of assets over the demand liabilities 
of the Government, other than United States notes, 
is shown by a tabulated statement to be $146,443,- 
491 77.“ Considering these liabilities as a whole,” 
the Treasurer says, ‘itis clear that whatever per- 
centage of reserve will prevect the United States 
notes will protect the other liabilities.” The Treas- 
urer does not attempt to say what this percentage 
should be, but is of the opinion that a uniform per- 
eentage should be fixed for all the current liabili- 
ties other than the three classes of certificates, and 
that the exeess of cashin the Treasury should bo 
expended from time to time in the purchase or re- 
femption of the public debt according to some 
definite and publicly announced plan. Should this 
be done the policy of the department would:cease 
to be a subject of speculation, and the influence of 
the Treasury on the money market would 
be reduced to a minimum. It is shown 
by Mr. Gilfillan that while the resent 
nominal reserve of the Treasury, held exclusively 
for the proteetion of United States notes, has, since 
Jan, 1, 1879, ranged from 36.2 per cent. to 44.5 per 
cent., and has averaged for that period 41.1 per 
vent. ot the outstanding United States notes, there 
has really been for the same period, a reserve of 
cash against all demand liabilities, including United 
States notes and excluding the amount of outstand- 
ing coin and currency certificates from both sides, 
of from 40.5 per cent. to 55.7 per cent., which has 
averaged 51.6 per cent. In other words, the re- 
serve, as it has been maintained exclusively against 
United States notes, has been kept some $46,000,000 
in excess of what it would have been had the same 

percentage been enplied in computing the reserve 
to be held against all demand liabilities, excluding 
coin and eurrency certificates. 

At the present time the percentage of the sur- 
plus cash to the United States notes is only 40.1 per 
cent., while the percentage of the total cash to 
total liabilities (excluding certificates from both 
sides) is 54.1. Should 40 per cent. be fixed upon as 
& sufficient reserve for all the liabilities, the cash 
required to be held would be less than $181,000,000, 
instead of the $244,731,000 now held. Nearly $64,- 
000,000, or, excluding $26,000,000 fractional silver 
coin not a full legal tender, $88,000,000. might 
gradually be applied to the extinguishment of the 
publie debt. 

During the last two years there has been a 
steady increase in the outstanding notes of the de- 
nomination of $20 and under, and a proportionate 
decrease in the notes of higher denominations, the 
hundreds alone excepted. Of the five-thousand- 
dollar notes but 91 and of the ten-thousand-dollar 
notes but 26 remain in circulation. The amount 
of ones and twos ontstanding has inereased $8,587,- 
250 within the last two years. This increase is in 
part due to the discontinuance of the issue of 
notes of those denominations by the national 
banks since the resumption of specie payments, 
though the chief cause is doubtless the re- 
vival of business and the demand for 
Bmail notes for the payment of opera- 
tives and for use in small _ transactions. 
Although the amount redeemed in 1881 1s $26,757,229 
less than in 1880, the number of notes constituting 
the amount is 1,617,045 greater. By virtue of a 
provision in the Legislative, Executive, and Judi- 
cial Appropriation bill for the current fiscal year, 
making an appropriation of $50,000 “‘for the prep- 
aration and issue of new United States notes in 
place of worn and mutilated United States notes, 
and transportation of each to and from the Treas- 
ury,” the express charges on worn and mu- 
tilated United States notes received for redemp- 
tion in multiples of $500 since July 1, 1881, and on 
new United States notes returned, have been 
Paid by the Government. This provision was 
highly necessary, as nu provision for the 
renewal of United States notes without charge 
had existed since 1875, and the condition of the cir- 
culation had much deteriorated in consequence. 
It hasled to a considerable increase in redemp- 
tions, which will doubtless continue during the 
year. Itis suggested that a similar appropriation 
for the next fiscal year be recommended by the 
Secretary. 


CLEARING-HOUSE TRANSACTIONS, 

The following isa summary of the transactions 
of the Treasury with the Clearing-house in New- 
York during the last 15 months: Cash paid to the 
Clearing-house in settlement of balances against 
the Treasury, $245,471,775 94, less cash received 


from the Clearing-house in settlement of balances 
in favor of the ‘Treasury, $5,673,715 22; 
checks on banks sent to the Clearing- 
house, $112,482.515 84; net amount of 
cash and checks sent to the Clearing- 
house, $452,280,576 56; eheeks on the Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States at New-York re- 
ceived from the Clearing-house, $452,280,576 56. On 
this subject the report says: ‘““The Treasury is al- 
most invariably a debtor to the Ciearing-house, the 
aggregate balances against it during the 15 months 
having been $245,471,775 94, against balances of 
only $5,678,715 22 initsfayor. ‘The Treasury mem- 
bership of the Clearing-house has been of great 
advantage to both the Treasury and the banks in 
saving the useless handling of money and in 
enabling the Treasury to conform to commercial 
usage by accepting and collecting, without risk, 
drafts of banks and bankers tendered in payment 
vf public dues and for other purposes, 


SILVER DOLLARS AND MINOR COINS. 

The total amount of standard silver dollars 
coined to Sept. 20, 1881, under the act of Feb. 28, 
1878, is $98,822,705, of which $82,873,426, or nearly 
88 per cent.,is in circulation, and $65,949,279 re- 
mains in the Treasury. The amount coined during 


the last year was $27,753,955, of which $9,689,- 
420, or a little more than 3444 per cent., 
went into circulation, and $18,164,525 remain 
In the Treasury, The average monthly coinage has 
been $2,287,000, and the average net monthly issue 
$753,000, There was a large increase during the fis- 
eal year in the amount of silver certificates in cir- 
culation, the amount outstanding at the close 
of the year being $51,166,530, as compared 
with $12,874,270 outstanding June 30, 1880. 
The Clearing-house certificates outstanding 
nt the close of the fiscal year amounted 
to only $11,615,000, the smallest amount out- 
Btanding at the ciose of any fiscal year since 
their issue began, in 1873, The amount of fractional 
Bilver coin in the Treasury, which on Sept. 20, 1880, 
Was $24,723,892 68, steadily ran up until Aug. 1, 
1881, when it reached $27,295,486 63. Within the 
last two months it has decreased, in consequence 
of the heavy shipments from the Treasurer’s 
office, and now stands at $26,343,477 17, an increase 
of $1,619,584 49 in the last year, but a decrease of 
$952,009 46 since Aug. 1. Regarding fractional 
silver the Treasurer says: ‘The free distribution 
of the coins contributes greatly tothe public con- 
venience, and it would be well to continue the 
appropriation for the purpose. At the present rate 
of shipment the appropriation already made will 
not last through the fiseal year. The large profit 
made by the Government on the coinage of frac- 
tional.silver warrants the pursuance of a liberal 
policy in its distribution and redemption.” 

The amount of minor coin in the Treasury, 
which steadily increased from $157,000 in 1876 to 
$1,524,000 in 1879, is shown to have greatly de- 
creased in tue last two years. The amount now on 
hand is $552,585 06, as compared with $1,063,665 22 
on Sept. 30, 1880, and $1,524,700 57 on the corre- 
sponding date in 1879. On March 28 the practice of 
forwarding five-eent nickels at Government ex- 
ense to those ordering them was diseontinued, 

reasurer Gilfillan recommends that the practice 
be restored. 

MISCELLANEOUS TOPICS, 


There were detected by the counters of the 
Treasurer’s office, in remittances of currency re- 
ceived tor redemption during the fiseal year, $7,434 
in counterfeit United States notes, $448 45 in coun- 
terfeit fractional currency, and $3,721 in counter- 
feit mational bank notes, all of which were 


pranded and returned to the persons from 
whom they were received. The Treasurer says 
on the subject of mutilated currency that the rule 
subjecting mutilated currency on its redemption 
to a discount proportioned tothe part lacking, is 
based on a false analogy to coined money, is un- 
just to the public and expensive to the Treasury, 
and should be modified. The Treasurer thinks, xs 
a matter of equity, losses arising from stolen 
national bank-notes in circulation ought to be 
borne by the banks through whose negligence, 
either actual or constructive, the notes were stolen, 
rather than by the public. 

During the year ending Sept. 30, 1881, there were 
redeemed and paid for by the Treasurer’s office, 
called United States bonds, on which interest had 
ceased, of the face value of $75,223,200. The pro- 
ceeds, including interest, amounted to $76,556,- 
772 36. United States bonds to the amount of 
$28,227,650 were purchased during the year for the 
sinking fund atacost, including accrued interest 
and premiums, of $29,083,821 36. 

During the 15 months ending Sept. 30, 1881, there 
was furnished to the commercial public through 
the various offices of the Treasury exchange be- 
tween different cities of the Union amounting to 

266,714, exclusive of the standard silver dollars 
forwarded {rom the Mints for deposit with Assistant 
Yreagurers. Under the circular of Sept. 18, 1880, $23,- 
360,000 in gold coin was deposited with the Assistant 
rreasurer in New-York,for which telegraphic orders 

ayabie in silver certificates were drawn by the 

Preasurer or Assistant Treasurers, Under the cir- 
sular of Sept. 19, 1879, $7,026.500 in goid coin was 
paid or forwarded_by the Mint in Philadelphia on 
orders from the Treasurer for deposits of legal- 
tender notes with the Assistant Treasurer in 
New-York. There was deposited with the 
zame officer $12,140,000, for which telegraphic 
orders, payable old coin, were issued by 
the Treasurer or Assistant Treasurers. Currency 
exchange to the amount of $190,214 was drawn in 
he same manner. For the purpose of supplying

This is the largest 
amount of semi-annual 7A assessed and collected 
{n one year since the establishment of tine national 
banking system. 

The ''reasurer regards the requirement of the 
act of 1849, that the public monars shall be depos- 
ited in the Treasury without diminution in any 
Way, as most salutary and important, and believes 
that there is nosufficient reason for excepting from 
it the public moneys collected by the Post Office 
Department. To correct this it would be necessary 
to repeal the clause in section 3,617 of the Re- 
vised Statutes making the exception, and, if 
practicable, section 3,861, permitting Postmasters to 
pay their expenses directly out of their receipts, 
as well as section 4,056, authorizing the transfer 
to contractors by means of “collection orders” of 
debts due to the Post Office Department. To se- 
cure efficient control and uniferm accountability, 
the revenues of the Post Office Department should, 
in the Treasurer's opinion, be deposited like all 
other revenues, without abatement, to the credit 
of the Treasurer’s regular account, and be drawn 
out only on the warrant of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, based upon the requisition of the Post- 
master-General., 

Relative to the redemption of national bank 
notes, Treasurer Gilfillan says: ‘‘Aside from the 
mere difficulty of properly apportioning the ex- 
penses of redemption, the Treasurer is more firmly 
of the conviction that the power now possessed 
by the national banks of throwing up their circula- 
tion at will is wrong in principle, unnecessary, and 
dangerous. Under a sound system of currency the 
circulation can be reduced only by the act of the 
holders in presenting it for redemption. Under the 
present system the issuers can suddenly and arbi- 
trarily contract it to any extent; and it may be for 
their interest to do this when there is a legitimate 
demand for all the currency in circulation or even 
more. There may be—in fact often is—a profit to 
the bank in withdrawing and selling their bonds 
when the circulation is already deficient. A bank, 
having issued cireulating notes, should be held 
responsible for them until they are redeemed 
or it goes out of business. There is no 
sound reason why, while continuing to do 
business, it should be permitted to throw the bur- 
den of the redemption of its promissory notes upon 
the United States, and there is no obligation rest- 
ing upon the United States to assume that burden. 
The privilege of surrendering cireulation by de- 
positing lawful money for its redemption is not 
meeessary to correct redundancy in the circu- 
lation, since any real redundancy will be nat- 
urally corrected by the return of the notes 
by the holders. f «a bank finds that its 
issues are being redeemed so rapidly as to destroy 
the profit, the obvious remedy is to refrain from re- 
issuing the redeemed notes and to retire them, as 
permitted by section 5,167 of the Revised Statutes, 
which provides for their surrender in sums of 
$1,000. Nor would the withdrawal of the privilege 
prevent banks from winding up their business and 
going into liquidation, inasmuch as the surrender 
of circulation by liquidating banks is made under 

rior and distinct provisions of law, (sections 5,220, 

,221, and 5,222 Revised Statutes.’’) 

In concluding his report, the Treasurer urges 
that the salaries of persons employed in his office 
be raised. They were considerably reduced by the 
act of Aug. 15, 1876.

EXPELLED FROM THE EXCHANGE. 


PECULIAR ACTION IN THE CASE 
M. BOGART. 

The Governing Committee of the Stock Ex- 
change held a Jong session on Wednesday after- 
noon, and it was dark before an adjournment was 
reached. Chief among the matters considered was 
a charge of “‘commission splitting’? preferred 
against Seba M. Bogart, broker, of No. 15 Wall- 
street. The verdict of the committee was against 
Mr. Bogart, and an order was issued expelling him 
from membership in the Exchange. 

Mr. Bogart has been for many years a member of 
the Exchange, and his friends were very 
indignant yesterday over his expulsion, de- 
claring that he had been unjustly treated, 
“Mr. Bogart has been expelled on the merest 
technicality,’”’ said one gentleman yesterday. ‘ His 
alleged crime was this: Last Summer a gentleman 


in Oil City wrote that he was able to send Mr, 
Bogart cousiderable business from that place, and 
wanted Mr. Bogart to establish a branch office 
there. Mr. Bogart, however, did not think there 
was enough money in the project to call fora 
heavy investment; but finally he did con- 
sent to allow the Oil City man to put up 
& sign as agent, There was too little 
profit to pay the man a salary, and instead 
of that he gave a commission upon all business ob- 
tained, This had been going on only a little while 
when the Governing Committee of the Exchange 
made its ruling in the Lockwood case, expelling | 
Mr. Lockwood on the ground that he had done 
business for Jess than the regular rate established 
by the Exchange. Mr. Bogart went immediately 
to a prominent member of the Governing Com- 
mittee and told of his Oil City connection. ‘I 
would advise you to stop,’ said the member; 
adding that, as a conscientious man, he felt calied 
upon to make known to the Governing Committee 
the facts related by Mr. Bogart, and see what 
action they would adjudge proper. Mr. Bogart 
wrote at once to Oil City, ordering the removal of 
the sign which had been erected bearing his name, 
and the agent was notified that no further remu- 
neration could be given for business. Nothing more 
was heard by Mr. Bogart of the matter till on 
Wednesday he was peremptorily summoned to 
appear before the Governing Committee to answer 
charges. He was confronted with the statements he 
had made to the member of the committee last 
Summer; it was called his ‘ confession,’ and he 
was asked whether or not he had told the truth in 
making those admissions, He insisted that he had 
told the truth and sought to explain, but he found 
his words valueless; he was unceremoniously 
thrown out of the Exchange. This action was 
taken under the Lockwood ruling, but there are 
marked differences in the two _ cases. 
Mr. Lockwood was competing for  bus- 
iness, and cut rates at the expense 
of other members of the Exchange. Mr. Bogart 
did nothing of the sort: he offered customers no 
special inducements, and maintained in every sense 
the regulation rate. His ‘crime’ was in paying an 
agent for work done atadistance, and he put 
forth every eifort to make things right when he 
was advised that his position could be criticised.”

TYPHOID FEVER IN ONTARIO, 
From the Toronto Globe, Oct. 29. 

For the past three months typhoid fever has 
been at its worst in Toronto, and during tke first 
three weeks of the past five the number affected 
with the disease is much larger than for any eor- 
responding period since the fever season began. 
It is shown that during the three months there 
have been 363 cases. In 197 cases the patients had 
used city water, and in 164 well water had been 
used. There are at least two Governors’ official 
residences in the Dominion now where typhoid al- 


ways lurks, and where every now and again it 
seizes upon and destroys a victim. Nojisome 
places of foul-odored miasma are not always the 
accompaniments of the disease; it is some- 
times more potent in places that give not 
the least offense to the most delicate nostril, 
The cases of typhoid now in Torento, as weil 
as those which have appeared sinee the Ist of Au- 
gust, are no doubt ina great measure traceable to 
the open privies, and asa proof of this suggestion 
it may be stated thatthe greater number of fever 
cases were developed during the late period of 
dry weather. And of 28 casesinthe general hos- 
pital now it has been ascertained that 26 came 
from houses using privies instead of water-ciosets. 
It has been pointed out that wateris an agent of 
communieation for the disease, and on this gen- 
eral belief some have ascribed the recent develop- 
ments of typhoid tothe use of city water, while 
some have tully convinced themseives, through 
what means it is hard to kaow, that well water is 
responsible. It may be said that few physicians 
seem te think what water was drank of much im- 
portance. The writer knows of a case, though not 
in :Toronto, where a gentleman, in perpetual hor- 
ror of typhoid, had a glass roof erected on pillars 
to receive the pure water from Heaven. When 
rain fell he opened a portion of a glass 
tank into which he inserted a glass tube, which 
bore the water from the glass roof. None of his 
family ever drank any water but this, yet he lost 
atine boy by typhoid, tnough he lived in a whole- 
some, breezy part of aeity suburb too. The bur- 
den of evidence from the medical faculty seems to 
be that so-called typkoid tever has had a wider 
spread this Summer, not alone through Toronto, 
but through large sections of Ontario, than it has 
been known to have before. In the riding of 
North Ontario it had, not long ago, spread to an 
alarming exteat, and was of a very severe type. 
Of the cases in Toronto, the rate of mortality has 
been about 6 per cent., which goes to show that 
the typhoid prevailing this Summer has been of a 
very mild type. But there has been enough of the 
bona fide fever in the community to give cause for 
alarm next season, unless the steps needed to ward 
off the evil be taken by those intrusted with the 
welfare of the community.

CRIME AND ITS RESULTS. 
PROCEEDINGS IN CRIMINAL CASRS—OFFENSES 


REPORTED YESTERDAY. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 8.—The trial of 
William Arrants for the murder of Nicholas 
Voleker, at Elkton, Md., to-day, ended with a ver- 
dict of not guilty. The jury deliberated only 20 
minutes. No evidence but that of a purely circum- 
stantial nature was brought out at the trial. It was 
shown that Arrants and Voloeker had frequently 
quarreled, and threats of yengeance were proved 
to have been made against the murdered man by 
the prisoner, Marks were proved to have been 
made on the prisoner's shoulders, as if he had been 
dragging a heavy weight by a rope, and in connec- 
tion with the bare footprints along the trail made 
by dragging the body, it was in evidence that Ar- 
rants frequently went in his bare feet. There was 
much other damaging testimony, and the result of 
the trial created surprise, 

LowELt, Mass., Nov, 8.—In the Superior 
Court this forenoon, in the case of Camille Des- 
marais, charged with having attempted to poison 
his wife last July by sprinkling Paris green in a 
drinking vessel and on some pastry, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty. 

DetrRoIT, Mich., Nov. 3.—Stevenson’s jew- 
elry store at Rockford, in this State, was robbed of 
$1,500 worth of goods last night.

SOMERSET’S STOLEN VOUCHERS, | 
SOME OF THEM FOUND BY ACCIDENT IN A 
NEWARK WASTE PAPER FIRM’S 8TOCK. 

SOMERVILLE, N, J., Nov. 3.—Some of the 
Somerset County youchers which were stolen from 
the old bank at this place just two years ago, and 
allof which were believed to be destroyed, turned 
up in an unexpected manner a few daysago. One 
of the citizens of this county was at Communi- 
paw. He is in the employ of tne Contral Rail- 
road Company. While noticing the departure 
of a freight train for Newark he saw 
a& piece of paper fall to the ground 
near him, and, on pickingit up, noticed it wasa 
Somerset Collector's voucher. The fact of a prob- 
able discovery fiashing upon his mind he ran up to 


the car, and saw within the name on the bags. 
“James Austin, No. 19 Boyden-street, Newark.” 
Mr. Peter Dumont was the discoverer, and he 
promptly sent a telegram up to North Branch, 
where he resides, to the Freeholder, Mr, Gaston, 
who took the next train to Newark. 

According to the statement of Mr, Gaston, ‘* No. 
19 Boyden-street” was a difficult place to find. At 
least there was no Austin and no paper warehouse 
there. After a day’s search he found an oid barn, 
and in it the looked-for papers. Among thousands 
of loose papers he worked three whole days,and at 
last was rewarded by a bagfuil of Somerset County 
vouchers. These he has brought up to Somerset, 
and they will be examined. The Austin Brothers, 
of whom there are three or four, declared they 
bought the papers as old waste paper of the Som- 
erset County Bank. Mr. Gaston has inquired here 
at that bank, and discovered that the janitor had 
sold the papers to the Austins as old paper, and, as 
he disposed of half a ton to that firm, it would ap- 
pear as if these vouchers had been put in among 
the refuse paper aceumulated in the cellar of the 
bank, and, by design, scattered all through them. 
The papers were not bound in bunches tied to- 
gether, as they were originally, but scattered and 
crushed up. These vouchers are only a part of 
those stolen in 1879; what part, it remains to be 
seen. The probabilities are that the vouchers were 
assorted over after they were taken, two years 
ago, and these few, or possibly the most of them, 
were afterward put into the bank cellar. Perhaps 
the rest of them were sold last year, when, it is 
found, another huge pile of ‘‘ waste’’ papers were 
consigned to this same firm at Newark. During 
the present week search has been made in tha 
cellar of the bank by several persons, but no clue 
to any other vouchers has been discovered. The 
books of the county, also stolen in 1879, have no 
been heard of since.

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THE NATION’S PENSION ROLL. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE PEN- 


SION BUREAU. 

WasuHInGTon, Nov. 3.—The annual report 
of the Pension Bureau has been submitted 
by Commissioner Dudley to the Secretary 
of the Interior, It shows that on June 
80, 1881, there were 268,830 pensioners, classi- 
fied as foliows: Army invalids, 153,025; Army 
widows, minor children, and dependent relatives, 
76,688; Navy invalids, 2,187; Navy widows, &c., 
2,008; survivors of the war of 1812, 8,898; 
widows of the war of 1812, 26,029. 
Twenty-eight thousand seven hundred and 
forty pensioners were added to the 
roll during the year, and the names of 10,712 were 
dropped, leaving a net inerease of 18,028. At tho 
close of the year the annual pensions averaged 


$107, and the aggregate annual value of all pen- 
sions was $28,769,967. The annual disbursements of 
the office, however, largely exceed thissum. For 
instance, the total amount paid for pensions during 
the year (exelusive of certain arrears in claims 
allowed prior to Jan. 25, 1879,) was $49,723,- 
147, the difference being acceunted for by ar- 
rears of pensions or_ “ acerued pensions,” covering 
periods dating back to the discharge in each case 
of a soldier still living, and to the soldiers’ deaths 
in the claims of widows or minor children. 
The amount paid out during the year as “first pay- 
ments’”’ to new pensioners was $28,628,177, 

Referring to the fact that the bureau, during the 
period which the report covers, was under control 
of his predecessor, Mr. Bentley, Commissioner 
Dudley says: ‘Great credit is due to him for 
the industry, ability, and watchful integrity 
with which the business of this offiee 
has been conducted under his manage- 
ment. The increase of work accomplished 
and the results reached during the past year call 
for warmest commenxdation.’’ He is of opinion, 
however, that the clerleal foree of the 
Pension Bureau can be “arranged upen 
@ much more _ business-like basis’ if Con- 
gress will vote its appropriation in a lamp sum, 
instead of limiting the number of clerks of 
each class to be employed, and he makes a reeom- 
mendation accordingly. He alse recommends an 
increase in the salary of pension agents, ad- 
vises [sundry amendments to the laws govern- 
ing ension payments to minor children 
of widows who have remarried, to the inmates of 
soldiers’ homes, and to Indians; and renews Com- 
missioner Bentley’s recommendation fora repeal of 
the law which prevides that. no increase of pension 
shall begin at an earlier date than the date of 
the medical examination. Hesays: “JInan office 
four to six years behindhand with its work as this 
is, it is manifest injustice to make an increase de- 
pend upon such an uncertain date as a medical 
examination that may not be ordered for six 
months or a year after the filing of the application, 
and my predecessor’s recommendation on this sub- 
ject should be heeded.” 

Commissioner Dndley next argues that the act of 
June 20, 1878, regulating the fees of attorneys in 
ension cases, has proved to be disadvantageous 
»oth to claimants and to their agents, and 
earnestly recommends that the laws 
in foree prior to that date (which 
secured to the atterney his fee only 
in case of the claim’s allowance) be re-enacted, 
with such additional provisions as may be con- 
sidered best fitted to ‘ protect the department and 
pension elaimants from ignorast and useless 
agents, and to protect and assist well-informed 
and useful ones.” In conclusion, Commissioner 
Dudley calls attention to a novel matter, which he 
deems “essential to the well-being and safety of 
pensioners and claimants for pensions.’ He says: 
“Tt often pappess that irresponsible persons falsely 
and maliciously swear that the pension or claim to 
pension of soldiers or their widows or dependents 
has been obtained oris sought to be obtained by 
fraud. There seems to be no law by which such 
persons can be prosecuted, as can those who swear 
falsely in favor of fraudulent claims. This appears 
to me to be a manifest defect in existing law 
and Lhope to see an enactment by whieh those 
swearing falsely against a meritorious claimant's 
right to a pension shall be subject to indictment 
and prosecution in the Federal courts in the same 
manner as those swearing falsely in support of a 
fraudulent claim.”’ 
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CUBA’S COMING CROPS. 

AN ABUNDANT &UGAR YIELD PREDICTED— 
ENCOURAGING STATE:*OF TOBACCO, 
Havana, Oct. 29.—A splendid and extra- 
ordinarily abundant sugar crop is predicted every- 
where. Opinions as to the extent of the excess of 
the product of sugar in view are, however, still 
widely divided. Accounts from Cienfuegos give 
the assurance that the erop will exceed more than 
30 per cent. the crops of years of good produet, 
and that {t will exceed more than 50 per 
eent. last year’s crop. In the  jurisdio- 
tions of Cardenas, Matanzas. and Colon, the 
srobable proportion of excess is given 
y e0me accounts as amounting to 25 per cent. and 
40 per cent., while a commercial paper of Sagua 
says on the subject: ‘* The statements of our col- 
leagues published lately at Havana show an excess 
expected on our sugar crop, which they report at 
from 25 to 30 per cent. upon the crop of 1880 to 
1881. We feel obliged to rectify the exaggeration. 
Our fields generally, itis trae, show at present a 
favorable aspeet. The growth and the condition 
of the cane is good, and if the weather remains 
favorable, becoming dry and cool during Noyem- 
ber, no doubt we will have an inerease upon last 
year’s crop of 10 to 15 percent. at the most, but 

not 25 to 30 per cent., as our colleagues say.” 

As regards next year’s tobacco crop prospects 
are likewise very encouraging. Planters arrived 
in town from the Vuelta Abajo declare that the 
weather prevailing there 1s fine for tobacco, Its 
benignity has preserved the young plants, allowing 
their transplantaticn in large proportions, and 
some tobacco fields or vegas have already received 
100,000, 200,000, and 800,000 transplanted seedlings, 
which the earth takes well, promising an excellent 
result. Sowing has become general in the Vuelta 
Abajo region, although many tobaeco-growers 
have not realized as yet last year’s stoek fully. 
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MISSION WORK IN THIS COUNTRY. 

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 3,—At this morn- 
ing’s meeting of the American Missionary Associa- 
tion, the proposed amendments to the constitu- 
tion were referred to a committee of 13 
who are to report next year. The ses- 
sion was spent in a spirited diseussion of the 
Chinese and African missionary work. At the 
afternoon session papers on ‘* Women’s Work 
for Women’ were read by Miss M. L. 


Sawyer, of Massachusetts, and Miss E. 
B. Emery, of Maine. Remarks were made by 
Mrs. J. ©. Spencer, of Fisk University; the 
Rev. E. N. Packard, of Dorchester; the 
Rev. Dr. A. H. Plumb, of Boston, and 
the Rev. E. 8, Atwood, of Salem. The Committee 
on Finance made a formal call for $200,000 for the 
coming year, and earnest appeals for the 
money were made. In _ response, an un- 
known person gent te the platform $2,000, 
with a note stating that $1,000 were 
for the association, and $500 each for Berea College 
and Hampton Institute. A telegram from Atlanta 
University, Georgia, was read, stating that 
a delegation of visitors to the Cotton Exposi- 
tion had called at the _ institution with 
Gov. Colquitt, and left $700. lt was an- 
nounced that J. J. Gregory, of Marblehead, 
Mass., during the past year had given $10,- 
000 for building purposes at Wilmington, N. 
C. At the evening session addresses on 
the work of the association were made by the Rev. 
Dr. O. H. White, of London; Henry D. Hyde, of 
Boston, and John B, Gough. The meeting in 1882 
will be held inCleyeland, Ohio.

LIVELY ENCOUNTER BEPWEEN A WHALE AND 


A 8WORD-FISH AND THRASHER, 
St. John (Newfoundland) Correspondence of the To- 
rvonto Globe. 

On a lovely afternoon in July I stood upon 
the bank of a lofty cliff on that part of the coast 
between Placentia and St. Mary’s Bays. Every- 
thing was still. Only the faintest murmur, the 
angry tones of the ocean roar upon the surf, melted 
into delicious musie, stole up frem the strand to 
where I stood. The sea fowl, which inhabited a 
small island in myriads to my left, seemed, too, to 
have failen under the spell and gone to sleep. The 
ocean heaved its breast in feeble billows, rolling 
landward with a drowsy motion, and tke fisherman 
in his small boat rested upen his oars to listen 
to the stillness and calm which had fallen 


over everything. A dozen or more of fish- 
ing skiffs and boats, a little Jess than 
schooner size, stood motionless where the last 
breeze had fainted on their sails; and were pho- 
tographed to perfection in the smooth liquid deep, 
and even the * unerring tides” forgot for the mo- 
ment, or seemed to forget. to set either north or 
south. As I stood like everything about me, mute 
under the influence of the afterzoon, a sound as of 
innumerable and gentle tappings came up from 
the still sea, and looking i saw that myriads of 
fishes, cod and the lesser creatures on which the 
former preyed, had risen to the surface and were 
* breaching.” The tapping sound was made by 
beating the water with their tails and fins. Sucha 
ecene is not uncommon; but almost simultaneous- 
ly with this I heard a hollow, whistling sound, and 
saw a column of spray rise like a geyser, about 14 
feet from the water. I saw then that a 
whale had risen among the fishes, and with his 
monster, gaping jaws, in a fourth of the time it 
takes to write it, had engulfed several hundreds 
of the breaching fishes, and was about to plunge 
under the waves again to swallow his prey piece- 
meal, when two other creatures appeared upon the 
scene. ‘they were the united and Implacable foes 
of the whale, the sword-fish and thrasher. The 
sword-fish, Xiphias gladius, is a long, lithe crea- 
ture, armed with a loug, hard substance protruding 
fromits snout, resembling a sword, from which it 
derives its name; the thrasher is a species of sea- 
shark or fox-shark, scientifically known as Carcha- 
vias vulpes, It was evident that they had come for 
the double purpose of making war upon the whale 
and getting some of the feast forthemselves. In 
the space it takes the eye to twinkle the offensive 
and defensive were assumed. The sword-fish 
attacked the whale under water? the thrasher 
attacked him above. As the whale made 
an effort to dive he impelled him- 
self against the armed head of his lithe foe, ana if 
he remained where he was the thrasher brought its 
ungainly body with the precision of machinery 
down upon the unfortunate monster’s back. Such 
a ‘thrashing’ I bad never conceived of even in 
my dreams, when I used to go the hills and rob 
birds’ nests, aud saw the teacher, more terrible 
than a wrathful dragon, with a cowhide to expiate 
my guilt. he sounds were dull thuds when the 


} thresher struck his antagonist, and sharper and 


louder when he missed his aim and struek the 
water. The waves were beaten about in foam and 
spray, the whale trying to ply his tail upon 
his enemies, but before he could get his 
ungainly body into position his enemies were out 
of harm’s way and making a new attack upon an 
unexpected quarter. The contest continued, broken 
only by short intervals, when the whale went be- 
low the surface for about 10 minutes, Then the 
sword-fish, as if satisfied with the part he had played, 
dived down into the clear blue water and the 
thrasher followed his example. The whale, too 
suddenly disappeared, and as he was the only one of 
the three that had to rise and breathe at stated in- 


' tervals, I watched with mueh eagerness to see 


where he would rise and “blow.” orif he rose at 
all. Beyond the point, a half-mile distant, I saw 
the spout, and then a vigorous plunge, and knew 
the whale had survived his thrashing, Numbers of 
boatmen had rowed upto see the affray, and gazed 
at the contest between these monsters of the un- 
known deep with a pleasure deeply mingled with 
awe.

TAMMANY’S LAST KICK 


VITUPERATIVE RESOLUTIONS AND 
SPEECHES. 


WIIAT WAS SAID AT JOHN KELLY’S RATIPICA- 
TION MEETING—ABUSE OF THE REPUB- 
LICAN PARTY, COUNTY DEMOCRAOY, AND 
JAMES GORDON BENNETT. 

Tammany held a grand mass-meeting last 
evening to ratify all the nominations which have 
been made by her representatives. The wigwam 
in Fourteenth-street was fairly crowded with a 
noisy gathering, whose yells and cheers a terribly 
strong brass band in the gallery vainly endeavored 
from time to time to drown. Platfor.as had been 
erected on either side of the main entrance to the 
building and a programme prepared, on which the 
full speaking talent of the organization was 
arrayed. A chilling rain-storm mercifully 
interfered with this portion of the even- 
ing’s diversion, and those who could not 
or gared not to crowd into the 
Wigwam hurried away, leaving the street open to 
legitimate pedestrianism, Charles D, Metz had 
been chosen to preside oyer one of these plat- 
forms, and while a friend held an umbrella over 
his bare head he discharged his duty by haranguing 
the empty street for 10 minutes and then retiring 
within the beersaloon. On the platform within 
Tammany Hall wero John Kelly, ex-Police Justice 
Duffy, Alderman Slevin, John B. Haskin, Frank 
Spinola, Jobn J. Gorman, Fire Commis- 
sioner Henry D. Purroy, Police Commissioner 
Nichols, ex-Judge A. J. Requier, ana about 50 
other followers of Mr. Kelly. Randolph B. Mar- 
tine was chosen Chairman, A long seriesof reso- 


lutions was read by Dr. Clarke and adopted. The 
resolutions were similar in character to all 
the productions of this class which have 
been handed around in Tammany Hall for a num- 
ber of years past. The ‘ common foe’’—i. ¢,, Re- 
publican Party—was arraigned for the alleged com- 
mission of alleged crimes almost too numerous to 
mention, the Mayor and_ the proprietor 
of the Herald were attacked, the County 
Democracy wes stigmatized as an organization 
created to ‘simply subserve the selfish purposes of 
Democratic marpiots,”” whose members were ad- 
venturers and refugees who intended to prey upon 
the people under the cloak of emMoc- 
racy.

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NEW PUBLICATIONS — 
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ROSSETTI’'S POEMS. 
@ Ros. 
oan cans nD SOUETS, Bonatas “US 
Itisalong while, almost a decade, since 
Rossetti has offered a new volume to the pub- 


lic, and now he appears before an American as 
well as an English audience with some of the 
old but many more fresh poems in his sheaf. 
“The House of Life” was a series of sonnets 
incomplete in the former volume; it is now to 
all appearance finished by the addition of 
many recent sonnets and not a few that 
were written long ago, but appear now 
for the first time in their proper place. 
Buch as have been printed before are marked 
with an asterisk. Manifestly this connected 
poem in sonnets lies more to the author’s heart 
than his other pieces; but, unless we are 
greatly mistaken, it does not by any means 
show him athis best. Dante Rossetti is not 
naturally a good writer of sonnets, but just 
why he is not it would be hardtosay. Of 
course, he is an adept at the technical rules, 
and his fame for the use of beautiful English 
was established long ago. But something 
more than the rules is needed for a great 
sonnet, and perhaps there never lived a 
poet who, after giving so close an atten- 
tion to technique as Rossetti shows, had 
also the weight of thought, or the grasp in his 
character, that would fill his technically cor- 
rect sonnets with the living flame of poetry. 


It is not at all clear that the new sonnets add 
much force or beauty to the whole series 
whether collectively or individually. The prob- 
ability is that he had done better to have left 
them as they were, and omitted the series from 
this volume, content with its presentment in 
the earlier book. To this somewhat sweeping 
condemnation of the new pieces there are 
naturally exceptions, yet it is hard to point to 
any one sonnet among the new that ‘is better 
than the average among the old. And from 
this estimate the introductory sonnet need not 
be excepted, although its merits are great, as 
may be seen: 
“A Sonnet is a moment’s monument 

Memorial from the Soul’s eternity 
To one dead deathless hour. Look that it be 

Whether for iustral rite or dire portent, 
Of its own arduous fulness reverent: 

Carve it in ivory or in ebony, 
As Day or Night may rule, and let Time see 

Its flowering crest impearled and orient. 


“A Sonnet is a coin: its face reveais 
The Soul—its converse, to what Power ‘tis due:— 
Whether for tribute to the august appeals 
Of Life, or dower in Love's high retinue 
It serve; or, mid the dark wharf’s cavernous breath 
Tn Charon’s palm it pay the toll to Death.” 
Even in this description of what a sonnet is, 
can we rot detect an occasional straining, as 
if Mr. Rossetti had aims far larger than it is in 
his power to compass, and were trying to do 
with one instrument what only a whole or- 
chestra could effect? ‘the House of Life’’ 
makes the impression of a want of sincerity, 
not personal, but professional, and having to 
do with a just conception of tools and results, 
not of individual truthfulness te ideals. In 
other words, the error, if error there be, is that 
of the head, not the heart. And while this 
impression is subordinate in the reading 
of the earlier series, it becomes paramount 
in the full sequence of sonnets, where what 
there was of heat and spirit in the earlier 
pieces is subdued by a fresh mass of cold 
and labored work. Itisa relief to pass them 
through and read some light piece like ‘‘ Three 
Shadows,” in the department of lyrics, where 
there is plenty of the grace that Mr. Rossetti 
has by nature, and none of the profundity 
which sits awkwardly on him, as a similar 
affectation sits on the modern painters of the 
Renascent Renaissance: 
‘* THREE SHADOWS. 
“T looked and saw your eyes 
In the shadow of your hair, 
As a traveler sees the stream 
In the shadow of the wood; 
And I said, ‘My faint heart sighs, 
Ah me! to linger there, 
To drink deep and to dream 
In that sweet solitude.’ 


*I looked and saw your heart 
In the shadow of your eyes, 
As a seeker sees the gold 
In the shadow of the stream; 
And I said, ‘Ah me! what art 
Should win the immortal prize; 
Whose want must make life cold, 
And Heaven a hollow dream?’ 


“Tlooked and saw your love 
In the shadow of your heart, 
As a diver sees the pearl 
In the shadow of the sea; 
And I murmured, not above 
My breath, but all apart,— 
‘Ah, re can love, true girl, 
And is your love for me?” 

The first half of the volume, however, is 
filled with three long ballads, which are very 
acceptable pieces of poetry. ‘The White 
Ship” may bein form suggestive of bailads of 
the Middle Ages, as its scene is the thirteenth 
century and its subject a tragic incident in the 
Norman line of British Kings. Passages of 

eat beauty are to be found in the ballad sung 

y Berold, the butcher of Rouen town, who 
was the only one saved from the shipwreck 
whieh engulfed the son and daughter of Henry. 
“The King’s Tragedy”’ is even better. It is 
Bcotch history, and describes, in the words of 
Kate ‘‘Barlass,” the murder of the King by 
Greme. ‘Two things seem to have been of 
great advantage to Rossettiin these historical 
pallads. One is the necessity for emulating the 
eld ballad style in its perfect simplicity. 
The other is the necessity of keeping more 
or less rigidiy to historical facts. For when 
we consider ‘‘ Rose Mary,’’ the first and long- 
est of the ballads, we find that it does not re- 
pose on historical facts, and at the same time 
partakes of that coldness or insincerity of 
which mention was made regarding the son- 
net series. It has a thinness like some of Ten- 
nyson’s resurrections of the mythical, half 
fairy-like past. At the same time it ought to 
be added that probably from no poem of Mr. 
Rossetti could more short passages of great 
beauty be selected than from this, and that his 
imagination at times reaches here its highest 
fiight. He develops with great skill the 
dangers about to befall the absent lover, the 
feelings of the maiden whois not a maiden, 
who by her power of second sight can see the 
pathway her betrayer has to go, also why 
she sees falseiy, and, finally, after her lover 
kas been slain in an ambuscade, tells how her 
mother finds the proof of that lover’s double 
crime against her own daughter and the sister 
of the man who slew him. It is chiefly in the 
songs of the ‘‘beryl-stone” that the ballad is 
weak, but also in the termination and mean- 
ing of the whole story. Is lacks grasp and 
manliness in spite of many exquisite beauties. 
The same is not true of the other two ballads,

The publishers merit congratulations upon 
this handsomely. bound and profusely illus- 
trated edition of Robert Bulwer Lytton’s un- 
surpassed delineation of the human passions, 
so graphic and intense, so wild and irrational, 
and yet so like the realities of observation, 
displaying in a light clear and vivid the 
enigmas, contradictions, and antagonisms 
which make up the life of man and woman. 
The central idea of the poem is the irrepréssi- 
ble strife that goes on in the human breast be- 
tween passion and reason. The sorrow and 


suffering involved are not more distinctly 
brought into view than the fact that the conflict 
is essential to the preservation in life of the 
element of nobleness and heroism. A life 
swayed by passion alone would not be more 
. brutal and violent than a life governed by cold 
reason alone would be flat and insipid. It is 
generally assumed by moral and religious 
teachers that passion is uniformly too strong, 
or at least strong enough, in the human con- 
stitution, and that reason alone needs to be 
developed and encouraged. But it is a ques- 
tion, and one of importance, whether in the 
case of individuals, especially under the influ- 
ence of high civilization, passion is not some- 
times too rigidly suppressed in behalf of the 
calmer faculty, whether the habit of consult- 
Ing reason alone does not take too much 
of the zest and fire out of life, and 
whether the culture of legitimate passion 
would not tend to symmetry of character. 
Is it wise continually to aim alone at 
what is proper and prudent, conventional and 
expedient! May not such a course invest act- 
ual existence with something of the same du))- 
ness and stupidity which 1t would impart to 
the actors iii a poem’? The constancy of Bul- 
wer’s amiable heroine in her affection and 
her fidelity to lofty principle are set in 
artistic contrast with the puerile vacilla- 
tion of one of her suitors and the sensual 


tuosity of tho other. The inquiry is 
je does the development "oe re- 
Pa and heroic virtue depend 
upon with coarseness and vulgarity 


asa matter of fact or merely asa fiction of 
art? And why must ideal excellence be sub- 
— to such severe probation? Why must it 
torn on the rack of adverse circumstance 
and cruel deprivation in order to display the 
wealth of its charms? Why would Lucile, as 
the happy wife and mother, be less attractive 
to contemplate and less inspiring to imitate 
than in her disappointment and desolation ? 
The poem, however, as here presented, fur- 
nishes not only a study for the speculative and 
hilosophical, but also an ample opportunity 
or simple and quiet entertainment. While 
the writer has given due attention to the out- 
ward aspects of things in numerous captivat- 
ing descriptions of scenes in nature and life, 
the publishers have secured the assistance of 
our ablest and most distinguished artists to 
embellish the pages with engravings that it is 
@ positive pleasure to examine, aside from the 
impressiveness that they impart to the images 
called up by the verse.

THE CENTURY MAGAZINE. 

Under this name the magazine hereto- 
fore known as Scribner begins with the issue 
for November a new lease of life, and begins 
it extremely weil. Evidently the managers 
have put their best efforts into its production, 
and there will be few readers to deny that 
they have reached high-water mark in maga- 
zine literature. Mr. Stillman’s paper on ‘The 
So-ealled Venus of Melos’? well illustrates 
what enterprise and intelligence are brought 
to bear nowadays in the conduct of 
this magazine. He has given to his 
subject not a few weeks or months 
of study, but portions of several years. He 
has been twice at Melos, the last time ona 
commission from the magazine, and in the 
construction of his theory that the statue is 
no Venus at all, but that it is the original 
Niké Apteros of the small temple on the 
Acropolis of Athens which was sent to Melos 
in a time of great danger and there con- 
cealed, Mr. Stillman has brought to bear a 


mass of original investigation which in every 
way entitles him to a hearing. Something 
of the same might be said of Lizzie W. 
Champney’s ‘In the Footsteps of Fortuny 
and Regnault.’’ Both papers are rich- 
ly embellished by illustrations, of which 
some notice has already been taken elsewhere 
in this paper, and gain their special value from 
the original information which they impart. 
‘Costumes in the Greek Play at Harvard,” is 
by Mr. Frank D, Millet, in whose studio all the 
costumes were made. ‘‘A gentleman in a 
dress suit,” says Mr. Millet, in speaking of the 
advantages of the Greek and Roman dress as 
splendid aids to the expression of strong 
emotion, ‘‘might grow wild with grief or 
horror and his shirt-front remain unrumpled 
and his trousers still preserve their 
stove-funnel correctness of conteur.’? Mrs. 
Burnett begins here her sometime promised 
story, ‘‘ Through One Administration,” and in 
this single installment takes thereader straight 
into a world of living men and women. For 
its frontispiece, the magazine has a portrait of 
George Eliot, made from the recent Rajon 
etching, which is less instructing than the por- 
trait published elsewhere last May. One gets 
little notion from it of the likeness to Dante 
and Savonarola, which those who knew the 
novelist have so oftenremarked upon. ‘A 
Curious Experience,’’ by Mark Twain, is not 
funny, nor is it otherwise absorbingly inter- 
esting. There are poems by James Russell 
Lowell, Edmund W. Gosse, Austin Dobson— 
“To a Missal of the Thirteenth Cen- 
tury,” (already reprinted in our Sunday 
ecdition,)—Mr. Gilder, Mrs. Dodge, E. C. Sted- 
man, and others. ‘‘ A Diligence Journey in 
Mexico”’ is an illustrated paper by May Hal- 
lock Foote. Miss Midy Morgan has somo 
wenger, and very practical ‘‘ Hints to Horse- 
back Riders,’’ Signor Saivini gives his ‘ Im- 
pressions of Some Shakespearean Uharacters,”’ 
among them Hamlet, Iago, and Othello. ‘‘My 
Escape from Slavery”’ is Frederick Douglass’s 
narrative of his own escape in 1838, whieh was 
‘*due to address rather than courage, to 
good-luck rather than bravery.” ‘‘ Around 
Cape Ann” is a_ well-written descrip- 
tive article by Hiram Rich. Capt. Ho- 
ratio McKay believes something fur- 
ther ean be done to avert or lessen the 
formidable danger of collisions on the sea, 
and suggests that a westward and eastward 
track or lane be enforced upon all steamers 
sailing between the United States and Great 
Britain. His article has been ‘‘ harvested from 
many wearisome and anxious hours spent on a 
steamer’s bridge while steaming through a 
fog.’’ More might be said of this first num- 
ber of the Century, but this is enough to show 
how excellent and varied are the contributions 
which fill its pages. In the printing, it should 
be added that Mr. De Vinne appears in this 
number to have exereised a more than usual 
care in the art of which he is an undisputed 
master. Not the least part of the glory of 
Scribner has been due to him.

The 
matter is well selected, and written in such a 
manner es to be readily understood by young 
people. 

—Hazelnut and Her Brothers. By Hillen 
Haile. New-York, London, and Paris: Cassell, 
Peter, Galpin & Co.— With a handsome cover, 
this child’s book tells of the adventures of cer- 
tain boys and girls. The author is already 
popularly known for her two very good books, 
** The Three brown Boys” and ‘“‘ The Two Gray 
Girls.” The illustrations are fair, and show 
the peculiarities of English artists and wood 
engravers. 

—ZILuittle Folks, A Magazine for the Young. 
New and Enlarged Series. New-York, Lon- 
don, and Paris: Cassell, Fetter, Galpin & 
Co.—This volume of a popular English 
magazine for children is quite a favorite in 
this country, though much of the contents is 
rather local in character. The illustrations are 
barely good, and not by any means up to the 
standard of American engravings for works 
of a similar kind. 

—Littie Kolks’ Album of Music, a Collee- 
tion of Songsand Rhymes. Music by J. W. 
Elliott and J. M. Bentley. London, Paris, 
and New York : Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co, 
—All the well-known nursery rhymes may be 
found in this neat volume, arranged for ehil- 
dren’s voices, with simple piano accompani- 
ment. The volume is well printed, the score 
is clear and plain, and the illustrations, one to 
each song, areremarkably good.

Holland hardly had time to write a preface to 
this revised edition before he was hurried 
away. To many readers it has been at one or 
other period of their lives a sort of classic. 
They may have outgrown it, probably in the 


most cases they did, but they were the better 
for it. To the abundance of homely, simple, 
understandable phrases of advice in these 
essays On every-day topics we may put the 
eredit ot that warm regard which has been 
found to exist for Dr. Holland in many unex- 
pected quarters. He was likey in spite of his 
worldly success where only the contrary feel- 
ing would otherwise have appeared. 


—Shakespearean Tales in Verse. By Mrs. 
Valentine. Illustrated by R. Andre. New- 
York; A. C. Armstrong & Son.—Mrs. Val- 
entine has taken the stories of ‘‘The Tem- 
pest,” “Taming of the Shrew,” ‘‘The 
Merehant of Venice,’ and ‘‘A Winter's 
Tale’ and versified them for the entertain- 
ment and instruction of children. ‘The illus- 
trations are of the most ambitious character, 
and occupy just that position midway between 


what would please a child and rather pali 
on an older. person. On every page 
there is an elaborate vignette of good 
size in a light sepia tent, amd as to the main 
illustrations, they are simply gorgeous. Shalke- 
spearean costumes are not unintelligibly fol- 
lowed, and the outlines and drawings are vig- 
orous. It deserves to be regarded as among 
the best of English pictorial books of an illus- 
trative character intended for young people, 
and our printers in color might do well to study 
it as to effects, and especially for the care 
evinced in the register work. The title-page, 
with its delicacy of color—ail half tints—is ex- 
ceedingly pretty. Its exeellence requires no 
additional explanation when one sees the 
imprint on the book, which owes its origin to 
Frederick Warne & Co., of London, who are 
famous for pictorial books of this kind. 


—The Hero of Cowpens. A Centennial 
Sketch, New-York and Chicago: A. &. Barnes 
& Co.—Somo lady of Maryland, who does not 
give her name, has written a review of the 
events of the Revolution from a special out- 
look. The characters and asts of Gen. Mor- 
gan and Benedict Arnold form the thread on 
which the narrative is strung. The writing is 
spirited and often enthusiastic. Quaint terms 
of English are employed, as if the authoress 
were more versed inthe old writers than 
used to the phraseology of the present day. 
The two Generals, Morgan and Arnold, form 
opposite poles under her vigorous pen; they 
are Ormuzd and Ahriman, the good principle 
and the bad. Arnold performed no essen- 
tial or valuable service during the struggle; 


‘he has appropriated the laurels fairly won 
by Daniel Morgan and has worn them fora 
hundred years.’’ Arnold is not only the boy 
who killed nestling birds for a pastime, but 
the merchant who defrauded his creditors, the 
officer who plundered the mess chests of his 
own troops, and showed the white feather in 
Canada. Morgan, on the other hand, is the 
preux chevalier, who conquers the disadvan- 
tages of birth and education, forms himself in 
the school of adversity, and conducts him- 
self like a hero and military genius. The facts 
as to Arnold are chiefly taken from Sparks; 
those as to Morgan from his life by Graham. 
The unknown authoress certainly has well-de- 
fined opinions concerning affairs at that pe- 
riod, and speaks out clearly in regard to the 
characters of participants. On page 60 she 
hasa good word to say for the Maryland 
troops atthe battle of Long Island, ‘*The 
battle, at the last, proved a massa- 
cre of our heroic Marylanders, who 
that day ‘won their spurs.’ More than 
half the loss fell upon Stirling’s command of 
Maryland and Delaware troops—one-fourth 
on the Maryland regiment alone.”? The book 
closes with an appreciative rhapsody on Vir- 
ginia as the mother of heroes. As a rofresh- 
ment to the memory just now, when the cere- 
monies at Yorktown are about to begin, this 
little treatise is not out of date. Its very deal- 
ing with generalities and excursiveness makes 
it more available for popular reading thaa the 
special essays that are now the order of the 
day. Nor wili the old-fashioned phrases stand 
in its way. There are books of cold analysis. 
But there are also books of warmth that ex- 
cite in the reader the latent sparks of patriotism. 


-—Phaeton Rogers. A ovel of Boy Life. 
By Rossiter Johnson. Illustrated. New- 
York: Charles Scribner's Sons.—Mr. John- 
son has shown in this book capabilities of 
areally high quality, for his story abounds 
with humor, and there are endless bits of 
quiet fun in it which bring out the hearty 
laugh, even when it is read by older people. 
Some of the characters are quite original of 
their kind. There is Phaeton, the inventive 


boy, who produces an infinite variety of im- 
possible things, and Jimmy the Rhymer, 
who makes the funniest verses, and 
Monkey Roe. who represents the element 
of mischief in the book. All the boys are hon- 
est and good fellows, and Mr. Johnson clearly 
shows that an essentially amusing story can 
be preduced without making his heroes either 
rascals or blackguards. There are many inci- 
dents in *‘ Phaeton Regers” which evince that 
perfect conception Mr. Rogers has of the traits 
of boys, and here is quite agood one, “‘I 
think we had better go by the postern,’ said I. 
Postern was a word we had found frequent- 
ly used in the ‘Haunted Castle,’ and 
we had Ileoked out its meaning in 
the dictionary. Whenever we thought it 
desirable to go away from the house without 
being seen—as for instance, when we were 
leaving kindlings unsplit—we climbed over the 
back feace and called it ‘Going by the 
postern.’’’ Isaac Holman is the Latin scholar 
who isalways getting off his dog Latin, and 
whose 7otus Dexter, ‘all right,’? is so amus- 
ingly introduced, while Ned is the critic of 
Jimmy the Rhymer’s verses. The incipient 
poet has found a horseshoe, and, apostrophiz- 
ing the herse, works off this verse: 
‘** A hundred thousand miles I ween, 
You've traveled on the iiying heel: 

By country roads where fields were green, 
O’er paveinents with the rattling wheel.” 
““Well,”’ says Ned, ‘‘ I hate to find fault with 
it because it’s a good poem, and | enjoyed it 
ever so much: but it seems to me you’ve 
strained the truth a little when you say ‘a 
hundred thousand miles.”” ‘*‘ Hew so?’ said 
Jimmy. Then Ned explained that af 50 miles a 
day it would take a horse six years to trav- 
el 100,000 miles, and concludes by remark- 
ing, ‘‘ That’s why I say the lyric strain is 
strained a little too much.” ‘I see,’ said 
Jimmy, “ you are undoubtedly right. I shall 
have to soften it down to a dozon thousand, or 
something like that.” This story, which ap- 
peared in St. Nicholas, was read by the boys 
and the boys’ fathers with a great deai of zest, 
and in its connected form will be enjoyed 
quite as much. The illustrations are guite 
good, especially those worked out in outline, 
Entirely apart from ‘‘ Phaeton Rogers’’ being 


a capital book for boys, it is an essentially 
clever literary creation.

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METHODIST MISSIONS. 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE COMING YEAR— 
THE COLLEGE AT FOOCHOW. 

The General Missionary Committee of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church resumed its session 
yesterday morning in the rooms of the Methodist 
Book Concern, at No. 805 Broadway. The session 
opened with religious exercises, and Bishop Wiley 
acted as Chairman. Onmotion of Bishop Andrews 
it was made the rule of the committee that in all 
cases where various sums are named for appropria- 
tions the highest figure shall first be taken under 
consideration. G. R. Palmer offered a resolution 


that a committee of seven be appointed, two from 
the General Missionary Committee, two from the 
Board of Managers, one Bishop, one of the Mis- 
sionary Secretaries, and the Mission Treasurer, 
to make an estimate of the liabilities of 
the society and to prepare a statement of 
the debt, to be submitted to the committee. The 
resolution was adopted, and the Chair appointed 
the following committee: J. M. Reid, J. M. Phillips. 
J. B. Cornell, M. H. Olin, J. W. Locke, and Bishop 
Andrews. The committee then proceeded to make 
appropriations for the various foreign missions: 
$15,557 70 was appropriated for the work in Foo- 
chow, $19,000 for North China, and $5,000 for West 
China. <A letter was presented from the Rev. J. F. 
Goucher, in which that gentleman offered to con- 
tribute not less than $7,000 toward securing a suita- 
ble lot of ground and buildings for the Theological 
Department of the Anglo-Chinese College, at Foo- 
chow, provided the General Missionary Committee 
would give that enterprise their indorsement and 
support and send an ordained married man to the 
charge of the Theological Mission. The committee 
accepted the offer, and promised to carry out Mr. 
Goucher’s wishes, The vote by which the appro- 
priation was made to Central China was reconsid- 
ered, and the amount of $22,892 was appropriated 
for this mission. 

At the afternoon session $24,000 was appropri- 
ated for the missions in Germany and Switzerland. 
In Germany it was said that the accessions to 
Methodism have been large within the past ten 
years, notwithstanding the opposition that it met 
from the Established Church and from other direc- 
tions. Dr. Currie thought that it was unnecessary 
to keep up the mission in Germany. The Germans 
were an educated, cultivated people, and Germany 
was the cradle of the Reformation. The mission- 
ary ministers also received large salaries. For the 
mission in Denmark $9,618 was appropriated; for 
Norway, $18.983; for Sweden, $22,850. Bishop 
Peck, who has traveled over Norway, gave avery 
encouraging account of the progress of Method- 
ism in that country. For North India the sum of 
$60,973 was asked. It was proposed to stop pay- 
ing the salary of Mr. Mudge—$1.285—as editor of 
the Lucknow Witness, it rot being a denomina- 
tional paper. An amendment was offered, in 
whieh the appropriation was increased to $62,259, 
including the salary of Mr. Mudge. It was, how- 
ever, resolved that no part of the appropriation 
shall be pafd, directly or indirectly, to the support 
of the Lucknow paper. An adjournment was 
then tak en until 9:30 o’cloek this morning.

THE OLD BLOOMINGDALE ROAD. 
OWNERS OF ADJACENT PROPERTY NOT TO 
BE RECOMPENSED FOR THEIR LOSS. 

The famous old drive known as Blooming- 
dale road was closed in 1868 by the Park Commis- 
sioners under the authority of a law passed by the 
Legislature in 1867 providing for the laying ont of 
avenues and streets in the upper part of the City. 
This law also provided that when any thorough: 
fare previously Jaid down on the map of the City 
should be closed the damage to the abutting prop- 
erty-owners should be ascertained, and they should 
be indenrnified, and that the aggregate amount of 
damages should te assessed upon the real estate 
benefited by the change. Bloomingdale road 


having been closed, some of the abutting property- 
owners procured mandamuses to compel the Board 
of Assessors to estimate their damages. The legal 
proceedings were carried up to the Court of Ap- 
peals, which afiirmed the orders granting the 
writs. The awards for damages amounted 
to $280,560, for which assessments were levied 
upon the real estate botween Fifty-ninth and One 
Hundred and Fifty-ninth streets and Eighth-ave- 
nue and the Hudson River. Several property-own- 
ers petitioned the Supreme Court to vacate the 
assessments. A hearing upon the petition of James 
S$. Barclay took place before Judge Cullen, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, several months 
ago. Judge Cullen decided yesterday that, de- 
spite the action of the Court of Appeals jin 
afhrming the writs of mandamus, the assessment 
was invalid, because Bloomingdale road was never 
upon a map of tke City. He said: “I think the 
statute was intended to limit compensation to 
those alone who had built, improved, or purchased 
on the faith of the permanent plan of City improve- 
ment, and that the Bloomingdale road constituted 
no part of such plan and was not laid out on the 
City map. The result of the views here expressed 
is that the assessment should be vacated. I have 
hesitated long before so deciding on account of 
the action of superior or appellate tribunals award- 
ing a mandamus for the assessment of damages 
from the closing of this road. The awestion as to 
the road being laid down on the City map does not 
seem to have been presented to or passed upon by 
the Court of Appeals, Otherwise I should ¢er- 
oe arate the decision in the previous litiga- 
ions.

THE OHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
INSUFFICIENT FUNDS FOR WASHINGTON’S 
STATUE—CANALS—MERCHANT MARINE. 
At the meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday Mr. J. Austin Stevens presented a me- 
morial paper relating to the career of the late Sam- 
uel B. Ruggles. Brief addresses eulogistio of Mr. 
Ruggles were made by J. 8. T. Stranahan, F. B. 
Thurber, and Isaac Phillips. Mr. Royal Phelps 
spoke of the work of the special committee having 


in charge the preparation of the statue of Wash- 
ington to be erected on the steps of the Sub-Treas- 
ury. Mr. Phelps declared that from $10,000 to 
$15,000 more than has been contributed will be re- 
quired to complete the statue in becoming style. 
Josiah J. White made a speech on the subject of 
free canals, and charged Mr. Vanderbilt with run- 
ning a literary bureau at the Grand Central Depot, 
through which he is endeavoring to create a senti- 
ment in the country districts against free canals. 
Mr. White characterized ‘‘rural newspapers” as 
** dependents of the New-York Central Railroad.” 
The following resolution, offered by Elliott F. Shep- 
ard, was adopted: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Chamber suit- 
able a. should be made by Congress for the 
punishment of persons threatening or doing violence 
to public offieials and committees, and making fraud- 
ulent and unwarrantable demands upon them or vex- 
atiously obtruding upon them after considerate an- 
swers have been returned totheir applications, and 
to deter insane persons from frequenting public of- 
fices and bulldings aud following citizens in the ser- 
vice of the country. 


The Council of the Nautical Schoo! of the Port 
of New-York fresented its annual report, taking 
occasion to call attention to the “deplorable eon- 
dition of our merchant marine,’’ and there was de- 
clared to be “‘something incongruous in the idea 
of supporting a school ship, while the merchant 
marise is allowed to run to waste.” ‘* Weask, 
therefore,” concludes the report, ** that this Cham- 
ber take up the question of the revival of our shi 
ping. Energetic action by this Chamber, we think, 
would seeure remedial measures by national and 
State Legislatures; we therefore suggest that the 
Chamber appoint a special committee of five to 
take these matters in charge, and strive, at fhe 
coming session of Congress, to obtain some ad- 
vantages for the national merchant marine.” The 
report was adopted.

CONVICTED OF MURDER. 

The trial of Michael Hackett, an ex-Park 
policeman, for the murder of his wife Marian, was 
brought to a conclusion in the Court of General 
Sessions yesterday, and resulted in the conviction 
of the accused. At the opening of court Judge 
Cowing began his charge to the jury and finished at 
noon. The jury retired, and, after deliberating 
about 45 minutes, returned into court and rendered 

.a verdict of guilty of murder in the second degree. 
The prisoner exhibited no feeling whatever on 
hearing the verdict which consigned him to prison 
for life. Under the law, only one penalty can be 
imposed—imprisonment in State prison for the 
period of his natural life. Before the jury were 
dis:nissed, Assistant District Attorney Beecher, who 
conducted the prosecution, called the attention of 
the court tothe fact that one of the jurors, Mr. 
Thomas Curtis, had informed him of a niatter, 
which he had referred to the court, and which he 
thought should be investigated by his Honor. 
Judge Cowing said that the juror had jiaformed 
him that during the progress of the trial somebody 
had approached him for the purpose of exciting bis 
sympathv and thereby influencing his verdict. The 
court had abstained from mentioning the matter 
during the course of the trial, lest it might influ- 
ence the jury; but now that the case hac been de- 
cided he thought it should be investigated, and 
would therefore request Mr. Curtis to furnish the 
name of the person who had attempted to tamper 
yim him. Mr, Louis J. Grant, the prisoner's coun-

IN THE AUTUMN GALES. 
VESSELS AT THE MERCY OF STORMS—AR- 
RIVAL OF SHIPWRECKED CREWS. 


The crew of the Norwegian bark Valkyrien, 
which was lost near Cuyo Arenas on Sept. 29, and 
a portion of the crew of the British bark Hypatia, 
which was wrecked on the Colorado Reef Oct. 19, 
arrived in this port yesterday Im the steam- 
ships Knickerbocker, of the Alexandre Line, 
and the Niagara, of Ward’s Line. Capt. 
Petersen, of the Valkyrien, reports that 
he sailed from Tunala, Mexico, with 
a cargo of mahogony for England on Sept. 28. The 
weather was rather thick, but it was not very 
stormy. It seems that the vessel got out of her 
course, and at 9 o’clock in the evening of Sept. 29 


breakers were heard close at hand. It was now too 
late to avoid the danger, and in a moment the bark 
struck on a reef, where she lay pounding heavily 
on the rocky bottom. Several attempts were made 
to get her off, but she still remained fast. The surf 
was heavy on the weather side, but on the lee side 
it was comparatively calm. The bark rolled 
over to one side and lay broadside on the 
rocks. She began to break up, and the ¢rew did 
not dare to remain on board much longer. At 3 
o’clock in the morning a boat was lowered,and the 
crew, numbering 10 men, abandoned the bark, tak- 
ing only a few articles of clothing with them. 
Capt. Petergen had no idea where he had struck, 
and after rowing clear of the wreck the men rested 
their oars and awaited daylight. The roar of the 
surf was terrific, but it enabled the boat to avoid 
the reef. At daybreak an island was discovered 
some three miles distant. ‘The boat approached, 
butit was 11 o’clock before a landing could be 
made. This preved to be Cuyo Arenas, a nen 

ere 
the crew remained fora fortnight, and meantime 
made several trips to the wreek, which had proved 
a total loss. A few more articles of clothing were 
saved, but everything else was lost. Seven of the 
crew rigged sails on two small boats and started 
for Campeche, 150 miles distant. After passing 
some 48 hours in the open boats, that port was 
reached in safety. The remainder of the crew were 
taken to Campeche by a Mexican man-of-war. 
The Knickerbocker called at this port on Oct. 23, 
and passage for the crew was procured in her. 
Yesterday Capt. Petersen took his men before the 
Norwegian Consul, and he sent them to the Nor- 
wegian Sailors’ Home in Carlisle-street, where they 
will remain until sent to their hemes or provided 
with berths in Norwegian vessels now in port. The 
Valkyrien was launched in 1870 at Grinstad, Nor- 
way, where J. Berreson, her principal owner, re- 
sides. She measured 379 tons. 

The bark Hypatia left Pascagoula for Guayaquil, 
a port on the west coast of South America, witha 
cargo of lumber, on Oct. 7. All went well 
at the outset, but on the 18th, while near 
the western end of the Island of Cuba, the 
vessel was caught in a dangerous current, which 
carried her toward the coast. At6o’clock next 
morning breakers were reported, but it was im- 
possible to sail clear of them, and in a few moments 
the bark struck on the Colorado Reef. Here she 
remained fast, while the seas swept over her fore 
and aft. A tremendous surf was on, and it would 
have been dangerous to attempt to launch a boat. 
No help came from the shore, and the crew 
of 12 men were obliged to remain on board. 
The vessel pounded heavily on the rocks, 
and began to goto pieces. On the 22d, after re- 
maining three days on the wreck, two fishing ves- 
sels were hailed, and these ran in close to the Hy- 
patia. The crew was transferred to the fishermen, 
saving only portions of their effects, and at 8 
o’cloek the wreck was last seen tossing uneasily 
ontherocks. Six days later the fishermen reached 
Havana, and the shipwrecked crew were landed. 
Capt. Spence and three of his men remained in 
Havana, but passage was secured for Mate Lange, 
six of the men, and a boy onthe steam-ship Ni- 
agara, which was about to sailforthis port. Yes- 
terday the British Consul placed these men under 
the care of Mr. Alexander, of the Cherry-Street 
Sailors’ Home. The Hypatia was built at Sunder- 
land, where Mr. T. Walker, her owner, lives, in 
1865, and measured 878 tons. 

The steam-ship Jan Breydet, whieh arrived from 
Antwerp yesterday, met with strong westerly 
gales and dense fogs. Last Tuesday, in longitude 
66°, a large number of painted barrels were passed 
in the water. The Anchor Line steamer Ethiopia, 
from London, reports a heavy south-easterly gale, 
which began on the 20th and continued for three 
days. The barometer went down to 28.80. During 
the past few days it has been foggy. The steam- 
ship Agamemnon, from China by way of Suez, met 
with heavy head gales from Gibra!tar to the West- 
ern Islands. Nearly all of the vessels which ar- 
rived yesterday report having been delayed by 
thick fogs during the last few days.

THE COMING YAOH‘’-RACES. 
PREPARING FOR THE CONTESTS WITH THE 
CANADIAN VESSEL. 


A special meeting of the New-York Yacht 
Club was held yesterday afternoon at Delmonico's 
to consider the request of the Bay of Quinte Yacht 
Club to extend the time for sailing the races for 
the America Cup two weeks. There were 21 
members present, and Commodore Waller presided.

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The Signal Service Bureau report tndi- 
gates for to-day, in this region, clearing and 
colder weather, north-west winds, and rising 
barometer. 


The report of the Treasurer of the United 
Ftates isin effect a résumé of the cash ac- 
count of the Government, and it anticipates 
pubstantially the report of the Secretary as 
to receipts and expenditures and the current 
rondition of the Treasury. Mr. GrLFmLLaN 
presented his report to the Secretary yester- 
day, and its more important features will be 
found in our columns this morning. From 
this report it appears that there was a net 
Increase in the revenues for the year 
ending June 30, 1881, as compared 
with the previous year, of $27,255,681, 
pnd a decrease in the expenditures 
of $6,930,070, making a showing in 
favor of 1881 amounting to $34,185,751. 
Of the increase, the Customs duties fur- 
nished $11,637,611; the internal revenue 
pbout the same, $11,255,011, and other 
sources $4,363,058. The net revenue was 
very near exactly a million a day, being 
£360,782,292. The expenditures were $260,- 
069,405, leaving a surplus of $100,069,405. 
The interest charge at the close of the year 
‘was very near fifteen millions ($14,982,908) 
Jess than at its opening. The Treasurer fur- 
nishes some very interesting statistics con- 
cerning the methods of meeting current ob- 
ligations, which has been accomplished, in 
spite of a plethoric Treasury, only by some 
ingenious mancuvring. The peculiarity of 
the situation has been a difficulty in meet- 
ing the demand for United States notes in 
preference to gold—a fact which the prophets 
of evil, Mr. Tinpex included, who foresaw 
ruin in any attempt to redeem the legal ten- 
ders, must find it very difficult to explain. 





It is evident that Tammany Hall is de- 
voting its energies in the local campaign 
mainly to the election of its candidate for 
Surrogete, and its resolutions of last night 
declare that the political battle is between 
Roiumss and Catnvin. With Catrvin’s 
public record before his election as 
Burrogate our readers are _ tolerably 
familiar; his course while occupying that 
office has procured for him the general con- 
tempt of the Bar and the unanimous distrust 
of that portion of the public which has any 
knowledge of the methods of his court. 
Did he really occupy the position in the 
contest which Tammany assigrs to him, 
§t might be worth going into such 
ynatters somewhat in detail, but he is 
realhy performing one of the few public 
services of his life in facilitating the election 
of Mr. Rouurns. The only point at issue in 
the contest relates to the respective qualifi- 
rations of Rotims and Waker. While 
no one questions the respectability of the 
randidate of the County Democracy, 
there are few lawyers of either polit- 
ical party who would hesitate to 
award Mr. Rois the palm of easy pro- 
fessional superiority over his rival. In 
knowledge, experience, and capacity Yor 
business the present District Attorney is ex- 
celled by very few men of the New-York 
Bar, and in all the qualities needed to deal 
with the great and complex interests which 
are constantly presented for the adjudica- 
tion of the Surrogate there can be no possi- 
ble doubt that Mr. Roxurxs is a much bet- 
ter equipped candidate than Mr. WALKER. 


The Brooklyn Mayoralty contest is being 
ronducted with a degree of spirit and 
activity quite refreshing amid the rather dull 
routine of a somewhat spiritless campaign. 
The ring Democrats who were but lately 
boasting of their ability to elect Howr1. 
‘py a maiority of 10.000 votes are now 


before election day it is just possible that 
their expectations will sink to still more 
modest figures. The fact is that in this, as 
most of the other really active contests of 
the year, sensible men are not hazarding 
any predictions. The professional poli- 
ticians are more at sea about the 


probable distribution of the vote of these 


two cities than ever before, and there is in 
both a good deal of vague distrust 
about the fidelity of prominent party 
managers to the leading candidates, as 
well as sundry misgivings about the 
possible effect of false counting. In Brook- 
lyn, where the people have taken up the 
Mayoralty question with unusual earnest- 
ness and resolution, some extra vigilance 
will be needed to defeat the familiar trickery 
of desperate and venal politicians. 


The New-York Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday adopted a resolution aimed, we 
must suppose, at the ‘‘cranks’’ who perse- 
cute public men in Washington. If the 
resolution had simply declared that Con- 
gress should enact a law for the punishment 
of ‘‘ cranks,’’ there could have been no mis- 
taking the intention of the writer. But 
when we are told that Congress should pro- 
vide for the punishment ‘‘of persons 
threatening or doing violence to public 
officials and committees, and  mak- 
ing fraudulent and wunwarrantable de- 
mands upon them after considerate an- 
swers have been returned to their applica- 
tions,’’ it must be confessed that too great a 
draft is made upon the human understand- 
ing or too little upon the resources of the Eng- 
lish language. The object dimly in view in 
this remarkable resolution is one which the 
Chamber of Commerce may very properly 
consider. But the opinion of the Chamber 
should be framed in terms more fitting than 
those of this remarkable contribution to the 
literature of tlie hour. 


Tammany Hall had its ratification meet- 
ing last night, at which the usual harangue 
from Joan Keruty and the usual series of 
vituperative resolutions were duly received. 
Both harangue and resolutions were devoted 
to the iniquity of the Republican Party, 
the infamy of the County Democracy, and 
the dastardly behavior of the proprietor 
of the New-York Herald. Mr. Keviy mod- 
els his productions very closely upon the 
allocutions of the late Pope, and they only 
need the medium of ecclesiastical Latin to be 
very excellent specimens of maledictory elo- 
quence. But alas! Kxgtuiy’s thunder has 
ceased to make anybody shake, un- 
less, perhaps, with laughter. The 
whilom Boss is Josing his ‘grip on the 
wards;’’ even the rumsellers owe a divided 
allegiance, and the Tammany vote has be- 
come a factor in politics which each one may 
value according to his caprice. It is a pity 
that votes are denied to the Irish ser- 
vant girls, whose lives, according to Keuy, 
‘‘are spent in unremitting labor in caring 
for the comfort and happiness of those who 
employ them.’’ Then there might be an- 
other chance for KELLY, or at least a con- 
tinuance of his opportunities to enliven the 
dull round of politics by his periodic flour- 
ishes of the oratorical shillalah. 


PROSPECTS OF THE CANVASS. 


The political canvass in this State con- 
tains many elements of uncertainty. If the 
election of next Tuesday is to present a fair 
test of the strength of opposing parties, 
there is no ground for misgiving on the Re- 
publican side. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that the party has lost numerical 
strength here any more than _ else- 
where in the country. Whether or 
not the election will present a test 
of the relative strength of the Republican 
and Democratic Parties is going to depend 
chiefly on the disposition of Republicans to 
work heartily together in support of their 
own candidates. All who have a genuine 
attachment to the party, and who cherish 
fidelity to its principles and its aims as a 
national organization, have every motive for 
working for its triumph in this election. A 
conspicuous New-York Republican, who 
has been distinguished for active and faith- 
ful work in the State organization, now oc- 
cupies the chair of the chief magistracy of 
the Nation. His Administration is regarded 
with hopeful confidence throughout the 
country, and he hasaright to expect the 
moral support which would come from the 
united efforts of the party in his own State to 
maintain its ascendency. Moreover, the 
work it has yet to accomplish in the Nation 
and the successes it must labor to achieve in 
the future in order to carry on that work 


| will be materially helped if there is no ap- 


pearance of a check upon its progress in the 
Empire State. 

The fact is not to be concealed or ignored 
that it has been disturbed by dissensions 
during the past year. But these have been 
to a large extent personal in their origin and 
in their effects. There have been differences 
in regard to methods of management, but no 
division of sentiment on vital principles. 
The objects to be gained by a vic- 
tory in the State are such as all 
faithful Republicans can feel an equal 
interest in and make united efforts to secure. 
In general they may be said to be a mani- 
festation of hearty support for the national 
Administration and the retention of vantage 
ground for the future work of the party in 
the national field. The direction of the 
State Government is of itsclf a matter 
of no small moment, and the con- 
tinued control of the Legislature, not 
only for the sake of its power over the 
material interests of the State, but for the 
sake of such political functions as it may be 
called upon to exercise, is of the first im- 
portance. The very differences within the 
party which have been developed, and which 
are intensified in some localities, bave 
induced a certain activity and interest 
unusual in what are known as the “off 
years’ in politics. The result has appar- 
ently been a fuller registration than would 
otherwise have taken place, and the vote to 
be cast will doubtless prove correspondingly 
large. It will only be necessary, therefore, 
to let the differences end with the contests 
over nominations and to unite the party 
strength at the polls, in order to give assu- 
rance of the victory on which so much de- 
pends. 

The dissensions to which we have referred 
have had an inevitable effect on nominations. 
In some cases names too closely identified 
with one side or the other have been kent 


back and others put forward with a view to 


securing harmony, and these latter do not 


always represent in the fullest manner the 
strength and character of the party. In other 
cases, where the division hasgone so far as to 
produce factions between which a feeling of 
hostility has prevailed, candidates have been 
boldly put forward by the stronger which 


the other is reluctant to support. The dan- 


ger of defection comes from two sources. 
There are places where a class of high- 
minded Republican voters, whose only desire 
in politics is to promote the public good, will 
feel dissatisfied with the nominations be- 
cause they do not come up to the high 
standard of fitness which these voters 
wish to see maintained. In the case of a 
few local candidates their objections may 
be sufficiently well grounded to justify them 
in withholding their support, but there is 
danger that sufficient discrimination will 
not be exercised. In politics, as in other 
practical affairs, general results must be 
kept in view, and care taken that the 
greater is not sacrificed to the less when 
all that is desirable carnot be attained. 
The other source of danger is the temp- 
tation of disappointed men to grat- 
ify their personal resentments and 
to regard the success of the party and its 
higher objects of less moment for the time 
being than their own revenges. There are 
undoubtedly Republican politicians in this 
State who would not regret the defeat of 
certain candidates of their own party. There 
are possibly some who would secretly exult 
in the defeat of the State ticket because they 
have had a smaller share in the direction of 
party affairs than in former years, or because 
those with whom they have not been in har- 
mony are specially concerned in its success. 
But the actual number of those who have 
personal ends or political plans that can be 
in any way promoted by the embarrassment 
of their own party cannot be large. Doubt- 
less their power is not limited to the exer- 
cise of their own right of suffrage, and they 
may not work heartily for the party success; 
they may even passively or actively work 
against it. But intelligent voters are not 
likely to be largely influenced by them. 
Republicans should seek in this election 
so far as possible an obliteration of the dif- 
ferences that have divided the politicians, 
for the division is between politicians, rather 
than in the ranks. The fortunes or preten- 
sions of this or that leader, the claims of 
one or another class of politicians, is not 
what they are to promote by their votes on 
election day, but the prevalence of 
the principies and general purposes of 
their party, which are more than these. 
They have a State ticket every way worthy 
of their support. With few exceptions, in 
regard to which the most conscientious dis- 
crimination should be exercised, they have 
candidates for the Legislature whom they 
have every reason for doing their best to 
elect. In regard to nominations for local 
offices, they have the occasion and the right 
for the exercise of their best judgment. 
Moreover, they have an opportunity for re- 
buking the mere mischief-makers of their 
party by bringing their devices te naught. 





THE OPERATION OF THE SILVER 
LAW. 


When the law authorizing the coinage of 
legal-tender silver dollars was passed, it was 
generally predicted by its opponents that 
the coin would not go into circulation. The 
record of the early period following the pas- 
sage of the law justified this prediction. 
The banks in this City and generally through- 
out the country refused to receive the silver 
dollars on deposit except with an agreement 
by the depositor to receive them again 
in payment of drafts. The Clearing-houses 
of the country resolved not to take them 
in settlement of balances. The result was 
that they were used only in payment of dues 
to the Government, and for such purposes 
as can be served by money not bankable. 
As fast as they were paid out by the Treas- 
ury, or nearly as fast, they found their way 
back into the Treasury. This continues, to 
a great degree, to be the course of business 
with reference to them up to the present 
time. Of the nearly $100,000,000 coined 
under the law the Treasury holds some 
$66,000,000. 


But in the form of silver certificates the 
coin has undoubtedly increased the circula- 
tion of the country. Practically every silver 
dollar now in the Treasury is represented 
in the currency by certificates, which pass 
everywhere in ordinary transactions, are 
received by the banks on deposit, and 
answer the same purpose as national bank 
notes. During the first years after the pas- 
sage of the Silver law the Treasury issued 
silver certificates against gold. There being 
a large balance of siiver on hand, a person 
wishing silver certificates could always ob- 
tain the silver first, and then exchange the 
silver for certificates. To save applicants 
this trouble the Treasury consented to take 
the gold and issue silver certificates directly 
without the double exchange. But the bal- 
ance of silver dollars now free in the Treas- 
ury is less than $25,000, or, substantially, is 
nothing, and the Secretary has suspended the 
issue of certificates against gold. The pro- 
cess had, however, already gone so far that 
there are $7,500,000 of silver certificates in 
the Treasury not, of course, represented by 
silver dollars. On the other hand, there are 
about 40,000,000 of silver dollars actually 
in circulation. The Silver law has, to all 
practical intents, carried out the professed 
object of its authors. It has increased the 
currency by the full amount coined. 

That this increase of currency has had its 
effect on prices no one who examines the 
matter with any care can doubt. Prices 
have, on the average, advanced very con- 
siderably, more in some directions than in 
others, but everywhere to a perceptible de- 
gree. Real estate is notably higher, and most 
of the ordinary staples are from 10 per cent. to 
15 per cent. above what was the average, in 
gold, before the passage of the Resumption 
act. Money is, therefore, as the advocates 
of silver would say, ‘‘cheaper,’’ since more 
of it can be obtained for the same product. 
But it is not ‘‘cheaper’’ in the sense that was 
intended by the silver leaders. The certifi- 
cates are at par with national bank notes, 
with legal tenders, and with gold, and the 
silver dollars are practically the same. There 
has been a distinct inflaticn and depreciation 
of the currency as compared with commodi- 
ties, but not as compared with the general 
monetary standard—gold. For the present, 
owing to a very active demand for currency,

all of the five kinds which we enjoy in this 
country are of the same value. 


But there is nothing whatever in this brief 


experience to prove that the course of events 
will in the long run justify the large injec- 
tion into the currency of coin intrinsically 
worth less than its face. The country has 
been very prosperous and very eager to be 


more prosperous than it is. There has been 


not only active commerce, but activity in all 
sorts of enterprises. The population of the 


country has been very largely and rapidly 
increased, the natural advance being rein- 


forced by a great immigration, mostly of 
adults. The labor thus supplied has found 
ready employment at advanced wages. Ag- 
riculture has been vigorously and even spec- 
ulatively pushed. Manufactures have been 
extended, reaching to rich fields in the 
South which they have never before 
touched, and filling every nook and 
corner of the fields already held. Railways 
have been built or extended, and in propor- 
tion to all this energy of production, manu- 
facture, and transportation, trade has quick- 
ened. Much of the demand for money 
thus produced has been of a kind which is 
not satisfied by the devices of credit. There 
has been an enormous increase of the vol- 
ume of Clearing-house exchanges, represent- 
ing transactions made through banks; but 
outside of these, the employment of labor, 
the retail purchases, and the requirements of 
minor transportation have given rise to an 
active demand for ready cash. This demand 
has kept up the value of silver and its paper 
representatives. 


But nothing is more sure than that a re- 
action will follow. Apart from that which 
must come from the absence of the excep- 
tional demand for our breadstuffs due to the 
upusually poor harvests abroad, the inevita- 
ble tendency is finally toward over-produc- 
tion in every field. The process is as certain 
as the osciilation of the pendulum. To 
every period of low prices follows a period 
of high prices, stimulating production, which 
goes on till the supply overtakes, and 
then passes, the demand. In the opera- 
tion great quantities of capital is changed 
from available to fixed investments—in 
land, buildings, machinery, patents, &c.— 
and when the demand is passed prices fall, 
as surely as the pendulum returns from its 
highest point. When that time comes, un- 
less meanwhile some entirely extraordinary 
event should raise the market value of silver as 
compared with gold, we shall experience the 
evils which have always followed the use of a 
debased currency. When the supply of money 
becomes redundant the more valuable will 
again, as always in the past, be sent abroad. 
The level of values will be readjusted, but 
in the process there will be great distress. 
We have sowed the seed, and we shall surely 
have the harvest. 

WHERE ARH THE MILLIONS? 

It is pretty late in the day for men to ask 
who is responsible for the Newark bank 
failure. But even this tardy inquiry might 





have a good result if the final answer should 


have the effect of making bank property 
more secure hereafter, At the present 
moment there is an attempt to serve 
the cause of justice by discovering 
who is actually responsible for the 
disappearance of the money which 
passed through the bank. When this is 
done it is possible that punishment 
may follow discovery. The general public is 
more interested in learning the cause of this 
great defalcation -than in fixing the guilt 
upon the right persons. As usual, when a 
great crime has been committed, everybody 
sees how it could have been prevented. The 
stable door might have been locked before 
the horse was stolen. In this case, it is 
averred,the Bank Examiner did not examine, 
the Directors did not direct, and those who 
knew that the Cashier was going wrong did 
not give information to the persons chiefly 
in interest. Due vigilance at any one of 
these points might have prevented the defal- 
cation. 

The defaulting Cashier complains that it 
was criminal to load him down with so 
many responsibilities, The gravest portion 
of his responsibilities was the care of more 
than two millions of dollars, which he might 
have stolen if he had taken into his head so 
wicked a notion. Having borne the burden 
of these millions until he was weary, he 
did steal two millions, most of the sum 
having been taken within a year. Baup- 
win keenly feels the disgrace that he has 
incurred in consequence of having so many 
responsibilities put upon him. He thought 
that the Directors should have directed 
him, and that the Examiner should have 
examined the accounts of the bank more 
closely, and that Nugent & Co. should 
have paid the money that he lent them after 
he had stolen it from the bank. This seems 
to be the position of the Cashier, who cer- 
tainly is not broken-hearted over the dis- 
covery of his guilt. Why should he be? 
He is the creature of circumstances beyond 
his control. Given unquestioned charge of 
several millions of dollars, the most natural 
thing in the world was for him to steal. 
Nobody should be surprised. 


The Directors of the bank are deeply 
grieved, we are told, by the Cashier’s un- 


| grateful betrayal of their confidence. As 


they gave the money of their depositors into 
his keeping, thereby showing that implicit 
confidence which they now Jament with in- 
dignation, it was base ingratitude on the 
part of the Cashier to prove that he did not 
deserve their confidence. The theory of mod- 
ern bank Directors, then, would seem to 
be that, having secured an object of implicit 
confidence for a Cashier, the responsibility 
of the Directors is at an end. So, when 
anybody shall ask for the precise amount 
and situation of the bank’s assets, it shall 
be in order for the board to say, ‘‘ Oh, ask 
the object of our implicit confidence. He 
knows everything.’’ Nor does this state- 
ment refer exclusively to the affairs and 
management of the Newark bank. The 
Directors of that concern are by no means 
the first who have waked up suddenly to 
find that the man whom they implicitly 
trusted to manage the affairs of their bank 
has been helping himself to the depositors’ 
money. 

Mr. BaLpwrn admits that he has been 
speculating, presumably with the money of 
the bank, but he pleads that all his specula- 

| tions have turned out well, and that Nv- 
curt & Co. are the architects of his ruin. 
It remains to be seen what Nucent & Co. 
did with two millions of dollars, for which 
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they now have so little to show. Did 
they waste it in riotous hide-buying? 
in high living? or in speculations 
which did not pay as well as Batpwin’s 
did? These are questions that do not so 
much affect the guilt or innocence of the 
parties concerned in the theft as they do the 
general management of a conspiracy to rob 


the bank, For, after all, however the re- 


sponsibility for the great embezzlement may 
be finally divided, the abstraction of the de- 
positors’ money was, to all intents and pur- 
poses, a conspiracy to rob. 

Then, again, how long did the conspira- 
tors suppose they could go on stealing mil- 
lions of money without being found ont? 
New-Jersey is a rich State, and the Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank of Newark had a large 
list of wealthy depositors. But, even in New- 
Jersey, the thefts of men who take money 
in millions must eventually be dis- 
covered. Rich as the bank was, its 
pool must run dry, after a while. Did 
Baupwin, finding he was ‘‘in for it,’ 
make up his mind that he ‘ might as well 
be hung for a sheep as for a lamb,’’ and 
so resolve to go on stealing until he was 
caught? Itseems the height of folly for a 
man, whether he was in Nuecent’s or in 
Batpwin’s place, to persist in throwing 
away hundreds of thousands, even mil- 
lions, of dollars in the wild hope that, 
somehow, the deficiency could be made 
good. There was a point in this game 
when the gamblers must have seen that 
further progress in the line of their play 
was certain ruin. But they kept on losing, 
and detection followed. And now, while 
justice is hunting for BALpwrn’s accesso- 
ries, and everybody sees how easy it was for 
the Cashier to steal the money, the public 
curiosity is only piqued to know what be- 
came of the millions. 


PAPAL POLITICS. 


The rumors that the Pope intends to leave 
Rome and to seek refuge under some other 
flag than that of Italy have lately been re- 
newed. They need neither alarm nor en- 
courage any one. The Pope would have 
everything to lose and nothing to gain by 
abandoning Rome, and though he and his 
advisers may and do make serious mistakes 
ot policy, it is reasonably certain that they 
will not commit the unnecessary and irre- 
trievable error of going into voluntary exile. 
The persistent refusal of Pius IX. to yield 
the slight particle of his claim to the tem- 
poral sovereignty of the States of the 
Church was based upon the plea that the pat- 
rimony of St. PETER was committed to his 
charge in trust, and that it would be an im- 
pious act for him to abandon this trust. The 
same theory has been acted upon by LEo 
XTII., and were he now to abandon the 
Vatican, the last remnant of St. PreTEerR’s 
patrimony to the Italian Kingdom, he 
would be guilty of what his predecessor and 
the College of Cardinals for so many years 
characterized a3 a crime. 

There are only two possible courses to be 
followed by the Pope. One is to follow the 
example of Prius 1X., to refuse all recogni- 
tion of the Italian Kingdom, and to main- 
tain the fiction that the Pope is 4 prisoner. 
The other is to recognize the existing state 
of things, to temporarily waive all claim to 
temporal power outside of the Vatican, to 
accept the terms offered by the Italians, and 
to rule as the head of a free Church in a free 
State. So far the first of these courses has 
been adopted, if not by the Pope, at least by 
those whose advice he has followed; but it 
is impossible that the Church of Rome 
should permanently maintain the attitude 
into which it was led by the obstinacy of 
Pius IX. 


At present the Papal Government is with- 
out any source of revenue except its uncer- 
tain ‘‘Peter’s pence.”’ It is daily losing influ- 
ence in Italy, and exciting a growing hostil- 
ity on the part of patriotic men, who, 
although they are by birth and conviction 
Roman Catholics, are also Italians, and have 
grown weary of the attempt to reconcile 
their love for United Italy with their rever- 
ence for its bitter and persistent enemy— 
the Church. What has the Pope to gain by 
continuing the mistaken policy of his prede- 
cessor? He knows that neither by conces- 
sion, by revolution, nor by the interference of 
foreign powers can his temporal rule over the 
States of the Church be restored; that every 
day in which he persists in his present atti- 
tude increases the number of the active ene- 
mies of the Church, and that the Peter’s 
pence, which has shown an alarming ten- 
dency to decrease, is wholly insufficient to 
enable him to use money as @ sinew of war- 
fare against the Italians. Of the personal 
inconvenience to himself of the fiction that 
he isa prisoner in the Vactican the Pope 
probably cares little, but as an intelligent 
man he cannot fail to see that further per- 
sistence in a. bad policy cannot be excused 
by the example of the amiable, but fatally 
weak, Pius. 

On the other hand, if Lzo XIIL accepts 
the situation and makes peace, or, at all 
events, a truce, with the Italian Govern- 
ment, the Church is no longer a stumbling- 
block in the path of pious Italian patriots. 
They can be good Roman Catholics without 
feeling that they are giving aid and comfort 
to the national foe. The hostility to the 
Church now growing with ominous rapidity 
will cease to exist, except among the irrecon- 
cilable radicals, to whom religion is as hate- 
ful as despotism. With the money which 
the Government has pledged itself to pay to 
the Pope, but which has hitherto been 
scornfully rejected, the Church party would 
have the means of carrying on an active 
propaganda, and by urging the faithful to 
take part in the Italian elections it could in 
a short time gain a vast, if not a prepon- 
derating, influence in Parliament. 


It is evident that an extension of the suf- 
frage is a measure which Parliament must 
adopt at anearly day. Such an extension 
would add a large increase to the number of 
Roman Catholic electors who do not as yet 
exercise the right of voting because the 
Church forbids it. It must be confessed 
that infidelity has made great progress in the 
Italian cities since the unification of the 
country, but in the smaller towns and in 
the country the Roman Catholic faith is 
still living and ardent. The moment the 
right of suffrage is extended to men who pay 
a smaller amount of taxes than the amount 
now fixed as one of the qualifications of 
an elector, alarge body of earnest Roman 
Catholic electors comes into existence. At 
the very first subsequent Parliamentary 


election the Church party would elect a 
large number of the members of the Cham- 


ber, and it is extremely probable that they 
would hold the balance of power in that 


body. ; 

That this is the policy which the Pope 
personally desires to adopt there is good 
reason to believe. Father Curct, whose re- 


cent book advocates a reconciliation be- 


tween the Church and the State, has said 
that the Pope shares his views. The whole 
course of Leo before coming to the throne 
showed that he was an exceptionally clear- 
headed man, and the liberality and practical 
good sense which made him popular among 
the laity made him suspected by the priestly 
irreconcilabies. So far he has yielded to the 
coercion of the Cardinals, and has failed to 
adopt the course which is manifestly the 
true one, so far as the interests of 
the Church are concerned, and proba- 
bly the one most in accordance 
with his own convictions. If seems im- 
probable that he should permanently yield 
to the prejudices of those around him, who 
are really, though, of course, unintentionally, 
playing into the hands of the Italian Radi- 
cals. At all events, his reconciliation with 
the State is far more likely to happen than 
his abandonment of Rome, and there is 
not the least reason to imagine that he has 
ever seriously entertained the idea of flying 
to Malta, to France, or to the United States. 





The report of the Elevated Railway Com; 
mission fixing the routes of the elevated roads in 
the annexed districts is nowin the hands of the 
Committee on Railroads of the Common Council. 
The routes selected are reported to meet with con 
siderable favor, and the project of introducing 
rapid transit itself is popular in the territory 
affected. Under these circumstances, and as it 
seems probable that the work of building the roads 
willsoon be begun, itis proper that the residents 
and property-owners in the annexed district should 
seo to it that some of the principal defects and 
dangers of the rapid transit system now in opera- 
tion in the City proper shall be remedied in the 
construction and running of the new roads. In 
the first place, the people should insist that 
the structure shall be painted a less dingy and 
dirty color than that of the New-York lines of the 
Manhattan Roads, and that the cars shall also be 
more pvleasing to the eye, more comfortable, and 
better lighted and ventilated, and properly heated 
in the cold weather. Further, wherever the pro- 
posed structure is to run parallel with the tracks of 
surface railways it is of importance that the trans- 
verse spans shall be wider than in the present 
roads, in order that the supporting columns shall 
be further removed from the tracks and leave suf- 
ficient room for a street car passenger to descend 
from the vehicle without the danger of ecom- 
ing in collision with the iron columns—a form 
of accident that has occurred with fatal re- 
sults. Tho matter of stations of adequate ac- 
commodations for passengers should also be 
looked to with care, and, above all, those prevau- 
tions against injury to person or loss of life on the 
cars, and which are to be secured only by the 
introduction on each car of those additional 
guard gates that are now in use on but two or 
three cars, should be insisted upon by the public 
as improvements which the road ought be com- 
pelled to adopt. For three years residents in the 
City have put up with the noise of the trains, the 
puffing and snorting of the engines, and the intol- 
erable nuisance of dirty cinders and foul and 
unhealthy coal gas fumes. It seems possible, 
from the experiments recently made, that these 
evlis can be removed without any reduction of 
the speed of the trains by the employment 
of compressed air motors, and with these engi- 
neering devices established as practical, it would 
be folly to permit the road officials to neglect em- 
ploying them in plaee of the objectionable steam 
locomotives now in use. The members of. the 
Common Council, before confirming the report of 
the Elevated Railway Commission, have the power 
to insist upon the introduction of these improve- 
ments in the construction and operation of the 
proposed extensions of the present rapid transit 
roads, and, unless they are willing to be consid- 
ered indifferent to the rights and comfort of their 
constituents and the public generally, they will de- 
mand that these matters shall be looked after by 
the officials of the new roads.

It is about time that something was done to 
bring some members of the Board of Police Jus- 
tices to their senses and to a proper recognition of 
their public personal obligations to the eitizens who 
pay them excessive salaries for light labor. Itis 
only natural to suppose that, where gentlemen are 
paid $8,000 per annum for the discharge of duties 
which are so apportioned that they virtually only 
give twenty-six weeks of attention to their busi- 
ness, and only do about four or five hours’ work a

No very clear and satisfying explanations 
are given to support a statement vitally concern- 
ing Ameriean wheat which is now current in Eng- 
lish and Continental newspapers; but the facts we 
do get appear to have been thought sufficient bases 
for free speculation, not to say many sweeping 
conclusions. The statement is that American 
wheat is in danger of being eventually driven from 
the European market by wheat from Tunis. Land, 
we are told, can be bought in Tunis “for half the 
price it costs in the Western States of the Ameri- 
can Union,”’ but what that price is we do not hear, 
and this is important, since the Western States in- 
clude a territory that is wide, and one where the 
price of land is not so well fixed as the price of the 
wheat it grows. Tunisian land is so fertile, 
the story gees on to say, that it will 
yield two crops a year, and the quality of the 
wheat is equal to the much-prized Hungarian ar- 
ticle. Excellent horses are to be had for a fraction 
of what they cost here, and draught oxen for less 
than one-half the American prices. Then, too, 
other erops necessary to human life can be grown 
on the Tunisian farms, making the cost of living 
small, while no part of the country is to be com- 
pared in its remoteness from the sea to the wheat- 
fielda of the West, La Goletta, one of the chief

ports, is but sixty hours distant from Marsefiles, 
still less distant from Genoa, and only some twen- 
ty-four hours further away from Trieste and 
Fiume. It is certainly true that in ancient times 
what is now Tunis was one of tho granaries of 
the Roman world, and that a large part of the 
country even then was left, as it remains now, ig 
astate of nature. But to what extent the climate 
still continues where it then was, and how fay 
the long Summer droughts and the fever. 
spreading influences that have s0 much im.

ressand discourage immigration we shonid need 
farther to be informed before making up an intel- 
ligent judgment of the degree of the impending 
danger. It is declared that all which Tunis needs 
are capital, agricultural appliances, and the immi- 
gration of industrial classes from the North—essen- 
tials which are vital enough. Leaving oat of the 
question the full pacification of the country, be- 
cause otherwise no argument at all would be worth 
while, it remains an open question whether these 
aids from Europe could be successfully obtained. 
Capital, proverbially so timid, will in all bkelihood 
no more readily go to Tunis than it went to Al- 
geria after that land had been brought toa con- 
dition of peace a generation ago, and atter the new 
uprising in Algeria and the dangers to which tha 
country is always exposed that have been made sa 
clearly manifest during the past year, the chances 
for Tunis would apparently be even less than were 
those of Algeria.

carried out, as it were, in the bosom of one’s 
family. Thisis, then, an era of combinations, and 
we may look for more of the mulium in parvo, 
The “latest thing out” is a looking-glass, which, 
to all appearances, is a chromo; a slop-bucket, 
which is a prie-dieu, and a pitcher and basin, whieh 
is a candelabrum, with real wax candles in it and 
a convenient arrangement for concealing towels 
and tooth-brushes. 


OUT-OF-THE-WAY FOREIGN FAOTS, 


Suicides in France during the past 30 years 
have increased with alarming rapidity. The per- 
centage is 78. From 1851 until 1855 the records 
show that the annual average number was 3,639, or 
one for every 9,833 inhabitants, Returns for recent 
years place the annual number at 6,496, which is 
one suicide for every 5,161 inhabitants. 


Persons who suffered in a pecuniary way 
from Louis Napoleon’s coup d’état of the 2d of 
December held a meeting recently in Paris to elect 
three delegates, who are to watch the proceedings 
of a commission on the subject of their losses ap- 
pointed some time ago by the Government. It haa 
been arranged that indemnities shall be granted by 
this commission, and up to the present time claims 
numbering about 650 have been received. 


Fires in the City of Moscow during the past 
10 years have been extraordinarily large in number 
and great in destructiveness. For that period 
their total number was 2,492, and the total loss 
28,652,910 rubles, which indicates an average of 
249 fires each year and a yearly loss of 2,865,291 
rubles. Estimated in reference to population, 
this loss means an average of 5 rubles, or about 
$4, each year for every person living in Moscow. 


Higher education in England is said never 
to have known a period se prosperous as the pres- 
ent. During the past 10 years half a dozen flourish- 
ing colleges have been opened in various parts of 
the eountry, but instead of drawing away from tha 
attendance at Oxford and Cambridge, those an- 
cieat seats have really advanced at very rapid 
rates. Cambridge this year has the largest Fresh- 
man class she has ever known. It numbers 835, 
Figures for Oxford are not at hand, but it is said 
that a like increase has been experienced at that 
institution. 


The Peabody gift for model lodging-houses 

in London has inereased very handsomely through

Musical instruments which are thought to 

| throw important light on the. history of musica 
have been found in the royal palace at Potsdam. 
Three early Silbermann pianos, discovered there 
by Mr. Hipkins have been identified with those in 
which John Sebastian Bach improvised before Fred- 
erick the Great. Allare copies of the instruments 
invented by Christofari, the Italian, and this fact 
is thought to dispose of the claims made for Silber- 
mann as the inventorof the piano. Another piano, 
also found there, is belieyed to be one of Stein's, 
Mozart’s Augsburg friend. Two Schudi harpst- 
chords, one of which is dated 1766 and has silver 
keys, have turned up in the same place. Mr, Hip- 
klns is to write about them for Grove’s “ Diction- 
ary of Music” and the “ Encyclopedia Britannica.” 


Next year, in June, will occur the ninety- 
third anniversary of the Tennis court meeting in 
Paris, which Carlyle has painted in his “French 
Revolution,” and itis expected that the wor of 
decorating the hall, which was ordered some time 
ago by the Government, will then have been 
finished. On the walls will be represented scenes 
from the Revolution, with a statue of Bailly at the 
end of the room, and near 1t busts of Mirabeau and 
19 other Deputies who were associates with the 
work of the great orator of the Revolution. For 
one of the walls, a reproduction is in hand of 
David's pieture of the eath—a scene which Carlyle 
thus describes: ‘National Deputies turn round, 
lion-faced and with uplifted right hand swear au 
oath that makes the four corners of France trem: 
ble.” It is intended that the hall shall become 3 
museum, in which to preserve objects that have re 
lation to the first revolutionary p+riod. 


One of the Liverpool newspapers, following 
the example of a London contemporary, has aseer 
tained, from actual observation by its representa: 
tives, a careful census of attendance at various 
ehurches and chapels in that city. The result is 
net much more encouraging than was the resulf 
obtained in London early in the Sammer. Liver 
pool has 218 places of worship, which furnish 162. 
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U2 sittings, but the attendance oc ths Sunday in 
question was only 68,576, out of a totai population 
of over &00,000. Nearly thirty years ago, when the 
population was about 400,000, a similar course was 
taken and with more satisfactory results. There 
Were then 154 churches wit 132,303 sittings. The 
attendance was 101,982, or nearly three-fourths of 
the capacity of the churches. It is said, however, 
that the attendance was then not so high as the 
figures made it appear, since the estimates were 
often those which officials at the churches supplied.

fon, England, representing the English capitalists, 
in now inthis city. It being their desire to keep 
Lhe objects of the visit a secret for the present, the 
names of the principal gentlemen of the party do 
uot appear upon the hotel registers. Gen. D. E. 
Sickies and A. W. Platt, of New-York, are with the 
party. With aview of making a thorough investi- 
gation as to the value of the coal fields, the 
party is accompanied by Prof. James L. Morse, 
one of the most experienced and scientific mining 
engineers in the country. It is understood that 
the chief representative of the syndicate is backed 
up With $100,000,000, and that this amount is seek- 
ing investment in America. Prof. Morse is said to 
be weli pleased with his investigation, and, it is in- 
timated, will report favorably upon the Hocking 
end other coal fielas as compared with others.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC. 
THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 

The first public rehearsal of the fourth 
season, conducted by Dr. Damrosch, was given 
yesterday afternoon at Steinway Hall. The con- 
cert will take place on Saturday night. The per- 
formance yesterday, which, by the way, was not of 
the character of arehearsal, was finished and most 
enjoyable, and was listened to by a very large 
audience. The orchestral portions of the 
programme consisted of Beethoven’s over- 
ture ‘‘Coriolan,” Brahms’s new “* Academ- 
ic Festival Overture,’ and Berlioz's ‘*Sym- 
phonie Fantastique,” in five parts. The or- 
chestra, composed of the best members of the pro- 
fession, was admirable. Dr. Damrosch never has 
condueted in better manner than yesterday, and 
never gave more convincing proof of his ability as 
aleader. His reading and interpretations were 
always scholarly and tasteful, and his conirol 
of the strong body of performers was evi- 
dent throughout the concert. The Beethoven over- 
ture, with which the entertainment was opened, 
was played with vigor and expression, the stringed 
instruments being particularly excellent. It seemed 
that all the violins, violas, ‘cellos, and basses were 
of the best quality, and were so well handled by the 
players that their effect was unusually impressive. 
Throughout the orchestra there was the same gen- 
eral individual merit,and the result was a combina- 
tion which is seldom known. Brahms’s ‘‘ Academic 
Festival Overture” has the attraction of novelty, 
but it is doubtful if it will win a 
lasting place in concert programmes. It 
is not original, and it is by no means a 
masterpiece, nor is it worthy of the abilities or the 
composer. That it was well played by Dr. Dam- 
rosch’s orchestra is a matter of course. The final 
number of the programme was the Berlioz ** Sym- 
phonie Fastastique,” ‘‘an episode in the life of an 
artist,’’ in five parts. This work has been before 
noticed at length on the occdsion of its pre- 
vieus performance. It is characteristic of its 
author, full of strong contrasts, puwerful, 
and marked by the highly imaginative genius 
of its composer. It is, in a word, an 
illustration of the methods of Berlioz, and if some- 
times not easy of comprehension is always vig- 
orous and technically accurate. If Berlioz is not 
“popular,” as this term is generally understood, it 
is because he does not seek for praise and writes 
above the comprehension of the average listener, 
and this is fully illustrated in the ‘Symphonie 
A marked feature of the con- 
cert was the singing of Signor Campanini. The 
two numbers assigned to him were the beauti- 
ful aria, ‘‘1l mio tesoro,” from Mozart’s ** Don Gio- 
vanni,”’ and Beethoven’s grand song, ** Adelaide."’ 
No better illustration of the versatility and musi- 
cal skill of Signor Campanini has ever been shown 
than in his delivery of these two songs. The andil- 
ence, composed exclusively of persons interested 
in music, were fairly delighted, and the artist 

have been impressed by the genn- 
applause he received. “Il mio tesoro” 
—a difficult song, requiring the mezzo 
voce and the most delicate treatment—was 
a perfect gem in its way, and the complete silence 
with which it was received. followed by a storm 
of applause, indicated the good taste of the au- 
dience, as well as the superb art of the singer.

The second part was brilliant, full of 
sentiment, and phrased with the skill of 
an accomplished musician, and the impression at 
the close was that of unalloyed delight. In re- 
sponse to the persistent applause, Signor Campa- 
nini, after repeatedly bowing his thanks, sang the 
second part again with the same spirit he had pre- 
viously shown. It was a triumph of which any 
artist might be proud, and, judged by the high- 
est standards, was perfectly satisfactory to the 
most critical and exacting demands. The 
same programme will be repeated at the 
concert Saturday evening. Dr. Damrosch, with 
his well-trained orchestra of 88 performers, and 
Signor Campanini have begun this season of the 
Symphony Society in a manner which justifies the 
expectations of the musical public, and indicates 
that the managers of this admirable association 
propose to maintain the high character that has

OBLTUARY. 


STEPHEN WHITNEY PHOENIX. 

The death of Stephen Whitney Phoenix yes- 
terday morning removes from the high social circles 
of the City a distinguished descendant of a famous 
oid New-York family. He had just attained the 
prime of life, being only 42years old, when he suc- 


| cumbed toa painful disease, which had made him 


an invalid for five months and deprived 


him of the privileze of active indul- 
gence ih those cultivated? pursuits which 


were most congenial to him, and which 
effected great benefit tothe artistic advancement 
of the City. Mr. Phoenix, who was one of three broth- 
ers, Phillips and Lloyd, who are still living, was the 
son of J. Phillips Phoenix, and a grandson, on his 
mother’s side, of Stephen Whitney. Both of these 
latter gentlemen were during their life-time promi- 
nently identified with the early commercial devel- 
opment of the Metropolis. After amassing a 
large fortune Stephen Whitney retired to what was 
then a palatial mansion overlooking Bowling 
Green, then the most aristocratic and fashionable 
quarter in the City. This house still remains as one 
of the old land marks, recalling the former glory 
of the Battery, on the correr of State-street. Mr. 
Whitney’s daughter married J. Phillips Phoenix, 
and thus united two prominent old families. J. 
Phillips Phoenix was a merchant of the old school, 
and did much to build up the foundations of the 
future commercial prosperity of the City. Fora 
long time he was known as the intimate friend and 
associate of Henry Clay, and for some years 
represented the old Third District of the City in 
Congress. His father, Daniel Phcenix, for 20 years 
held the office of Treasurer of the City, a positien 
which afterward was known as that of City Cham- 
berluin. Stephen Whitney Phcenix partly inher- 
ited the weaith that had been amassed by these 
distinguished merchants, and used his means ina 
manner that did equal credit to his heart and head. 
He gave largely to charitable objects, although 
always in a modest and unostentatious manuer, 
and speut more money with unstinted liberality 
in the gratification of his fine taste for art and 
a liking for historical research. te entered 
the Class of °59 of Columbia College as a young 


} man,and subsequently studied law atits law school, 


but as he had no pecuniary need for the practice of 
a prefessional calling, he gave himself up to travel 
over the world, particularly in Egypt, in which 


country he was greatly interested. and in China } 


and Japan. These travels bore after fruit in the 
gathering together ofa private art collection that 
was one of his proudest treasures, and which trans- 
formed his handsome residence at No. 22 West 
Twenty-third-street into a museum, known and 
admired among his friends for its many 
curious features, ineluding valuable paintings, well- 
selected books, strange furniture, and rare bric-2- 
brac and curios.

He was a Trustee of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, and was also interested inthe New- 
York Genealogieal and Biographical Society, and 
the New-York Historical Society. both of which in- 
stitutions will greatly miss his enthusiastic co-opera- 
tion in their work. He was particularly interested, 
and for a long time was actively engaged, in 
the collection of materials relating to the his- 
tory of the City, and in this field he did a lasting 
service in securing the records of the Trinity 
Church mural monuments for the Historical S8o- 
ciety. Mr. Phcenix took considerable pride, ina 
quiet way, in his genealogy and published for pri- 
vate circulation, a complete history of the family, 
which was gotten up in sumptuous styie in three 
volumes. The funeral will be held to-morrow 
morning at 10 o’clock from the Trinity Chapel in 
West I'wenty-fitth-street.

ANTHONY VAN BERGER VAN 
Anthony Van Berger Van Dyck, senior 


member of the firm of Van Dyck & Williams, brek- | 
ers, No. 66 Exchange-place, died suddenly yester- | 


day morning at his home, No. 163 Remsen-street, 
Brooklyn. The cause was dropsy of the heart. 


Mr. Van Dyck was born 43 years ago at Coxsackie, | 


Greene County. When a mere boy he came to this 
City and obtained employment with the then 
prominent importing house of Allen, Hayes & Co. 
His advancement was rapid, and when he reached 
his majority he was virtually the manager 
of the firm’s business. When the rebellion 
broke out Allen, Hayes & Co. failed, having met 
with overwheiming losses through Southern 
traders with whom they were closeiy connected. 
The work of settling up the business of the firm fell 
upon Mr, Van Dyck. Subsequently he went into 
Wall-street, He was one of the most prominent 
protectors of the old “Open Board of Stock 

rokers,’”’” and was its Treasurer at the time it 
was merged into the now existing Stock Exchange. 
He lost heavily through the Chicago fire,and failed, 
with liabilities amounting to $60,000. But it is 
stated that every cent of that indebtedness he sub- 
sequently canceled. The firm of Van Dyck & 
Williams was organized in 1872.

GIOVANNI DOMENICO RUFFINI. 

The death is announced from Rome, of Gio- 
vanni Domenico Ruffini, the author. Ruffini was 
born at Genoa, in September, 1807, and was edu- 
cated as a lawyer. Three years after taking his 
degree as Advocate, in 1833, political causes led 
him to take refuge in France and later in Switzer- 


land. In 1836 he went to England, and after resia- 
ing there six years, ill-health compelled him to re- 
turn to the Continent and he settled in Paris. The 
promuigation of the statute in Piedmont, in 1848, 
gave him an opportunity to return to ltaly. En- 
tering political life, he was elected Deputy to the 
snb-Alpine Parliament by the little town of Taggia, 
near St. Remo, where his family possessed some 
land. King Charles Albert, in the early months of 
1849, appointed him Sardinian Minister to Paris, 
but after the disastrous battle of Novara he re- 
turned to Italy. Since April, 1875, he has resided at 
Taggia. His first English work was published in 
London in 1852; this was “Lorenzo Benoni.” 
Among his other works are ‘ Doctor Antonio,” 
“The Paragreens,”’ * Lavinia,’? ** Vincenzo,” * A 
Quiet Nook in the Jura,” and “* Carlino.”

THE ROAD TO NEW-HAVEN TO BE FINISHED 
IN TWO YEARS—LAUGHING AT THE PAR- 
ALLEL ROAD—LARGE COST OF THE 
NEW LINE. f 

GREENWICH, Conn., Nov. 3.—‘* By next 

Spring you will see one of the biggest railroad wars 

that there has ever been,” said a gentleman who is 

connected with railroads here to-day, “and this 
new railroad which Vanderbilt will build from 

New-York to New-Haven is only the beginning of 

it. The contest will be over the Western and the 

New-England freight business. At present they 

have a little the best of Vanderbilt, but wait and 

you willsee a change.” When asked in regard to 
the Vanderbilt surveys, the gentleman said: ““A 
survey was first made a little way back in the 


country, but when we came to see the 
grades that would he necessary to con- 
struct a road through that region, a new 
line was started which does not run _ far 
from the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad, and this was found to be much better, 
and will be the one determined upon for the road. 
Any surveying party laying out a railroad through 
this region would ultimately take this line as the 
best one. This is a very bad country to build a 
raiiroad through. There are high ranges o: bills 
which run to the Sound, and they must be gone 
through at right angles. It will cost about $3.000,- 
000 to build this road to New-Haven, and this is 
about $50,000 a mile, nearly double what it usually 
costs to build aroad. Ithinkif it had not been 
for the country there would have been another 
railroad built 15 years ago, but when a survey was 
made through here it was seen that it was a very 
difficult and expensive matter to build a road.” 

* Does not the survey that has been adopted run 
near the Parallel Road’s survey ?”” 

“I think it does, for the stakes are driven for 
some road near where the Vanderbilt line runs, 
but it would be a hard matter to find a place any- 
where about here where the stakes for some rail- 
road donot run. The Parallel project is too late, and 
I don’t think much of it. When I say they are too 
late, I mean that I think they cannot sell out now. 
I have reason to believe, from what I have heard, 
that an offer was made to the road to buy it out last 
Spring. but it was refused beceuse it was thought 
more would be offered. Vanderbilt is in the field 
now, and, of course, it would be: of no use 
to buy them off now.” When asked if 
the New-York. Hew-Haven = and Hartford 
Railroad Company had tried to buy off 
the Parallel Road, the gentleman smiled suggest- 
ively, but refused to answer the quesiion. “I 
think,” he said, “there is no doubt that Vander- 
bilt really intends to build the road. There is cer- 
tainly another road needed and Mr. Vanderbilt 
recognizes the fact, and there will be a new road 
Tunning in two years’ time. It might be doneina 
little less time, but not very much and have a first- 
class road.” What this gentleman has said about 
the Parallel Road is echoed by others here. One 
gentleman, whose farm had been surveyed and 
resurveyed, said that persons had come to 
him and desired to have him give them the 
price of the land, and he refused todo it, saying 
that when he saw that there was a prospect of a 
new railroad being built, then he would put a price 
on his land. ‘This gentleman is a large property- 
holder here ard is very desirous to have anew road 
built. He thought the persons were from the Paral- 
lel. He says that the Vanderbilt road isthe only 
one he has any confidence will be built. In connec- 
tion with theso railroad matters it may be men- 
tioned that another surveying party is now at 
New-Rochelle. What it is working for is not 
known, but it does not belong to Vanderbilt’s 
party. It is said it is surveying for the Boston and 
New-York Air Line; also, that the New-York, New-

ing it,and itiseven suggested that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company has the man at work.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION 
DOWN THE BAY. 


THE MYSTERIOUS CARGO OF THE STEAMER 


. BLACKBIRD—MR. JEROME BUCK BOWS 
THE PRIMA DONNA INTO AMERICA—A 


WOMAN WILLING TO TELL HER AGE. 
At6o’clock yesterday morning the steam- 
‘boat Blackbird was moored at Pier No. 1 East 
River, and several handsomely attired gentlemen, 


who were evidently in need of sleep, stood near 


the gangway and took some interest in the cargo 
which was being carried on board by employes of 
the Hotel Brunswick. This cargo consisted of bas- 
Kets of champagne, cases of brandy and whisky, 
crates of roast chickens, turkeys, veal, and boiled 
hams, with unlimited quantities of rolls, pickles, 
and olives. Michael Mortier, of the Paris Figaro, 


and Jerome Buck, of this City, were seemingly in 


command, Invitations had been extended to rep- 
resentatives of the New-York newspapers 
to go down the Bay on the Blackbird 
to meet the steamer Algeria and welcome 
the famous singer, Adelina Patti. Among those 
who were prepared to accompany the newspaper 
men were Charles Millward, Signor G. Franchi, 
Signor C. P. Leville, Col. John H. Haverly, the 
theatrical manager; Benjamin W. Barlow, C. 
R. Brinkerhoff, and Alexander R. Phyfe. A band 
of musicians on the main deck enlivened the 
atmosphere with light and sparkling airs. At 
6:30 o’clock the lines were cast off, and the 
Blackbird started on her way to Quarantije, 
it being the intention of the managers to see 
the Health Officer of the Port and to obtain 
bis permission to take Mme. Patti from 
the Algeria and bring her to this City on the 
Blackbird. Capt. Robinson, who was requested 
by the managers to make this request, was forti- 
fied with a permit from the Custom-house to the 
same effect, but the document required the ap- 
proval of the Health Officer, Dr. Smith. The Alge- 
ria had not yet been sighted when the Blackbird 
reached Quarantine. Dr. Smith readily indorsed 
the Custom-house permit, and the Blackbird re- 
mained fast to the pier, near his residence, for 
about an hour. 

At 9:30 o’clock the telegraph operator gave in- 
formation that the Algeria was this side of Sandy 
Hook. The welcoming party tried to rub the need 
of rest out of their eyes, All wore small bouquets 
in the lapels of their coats, and Jerome Buck’s 
gorgeous white overcoat, lavender kid gloves, gold- 
rimmed eye-glasses, and shining hat made the 
scene resplendent. Whenever the reporters de- 
sired to know who were to be the managers of 
Mme. Patti’s concerts in this country, at least eight 
persons, nearly all of whom were unacquainted 
with the English language, were pointed out to 
them. The luncheon and the champagne and 
Jiquors received almost constant attention 
from the passengers. Just as the Blackbird 
was about to start toward Sandy Hook, the mana- 
gers were horrified by learning that there were 
no Italian flags on board. Capt. Robinson espied 
an Italian brigantine, and gleefully said, ** We’ll go 
over to those fellows and borrow some.” Then 
he explained to the leader of the band that it might 
be well to give ‘‘those fellows a little taffy.”” The 
leader understood at once, and the band struck up 
*Garibaldi’s March.” As this stirring music 
reached the eurs of the sailors on the brigantine, 
they waved their caps and seemed delighted. The 
Blackbird. ran alongside, and nerotiations for 
the loan of an italian flag were begun by 
several of the managers. The flag was secured 
and run up to the staff at the prow of the steam- 
boat. Thenthe Blackbird went on her way, with 
nllon board rejoicing. Within a few minutes she 
was within hailing distance of the passengers on 
the Algeria. A woman of small stature, enveloped 
fu a blue ulster and wearing something that looked 
like a fiery red veil over her hat and face and 
around her neck, was observed gesticulating and 
bowing on the deck of the Algeria, surrounded by 
enthusiastic men and women. The managers on 
the Blackbird waved their hats frantically, and 
shouted * Pattil’? Tears trickled down the faces 
pf twoof the older managers who recently pre- 
ceded the great songstress to this country. Mme. 
Patti at intervals surveyed the welcoming party 
through an opera-glass or waved her arms 
and bowed. man, taller than herself, 
and wearing heavy dark clothing and a derby 
bat, with a leather sachelat his side, was recog- 
nized as the tenor, Ernesto Nicolini, and the 
managers shouted his name. The tenor quietly 
acknowledged the salutes. Baskets of flowers, in 
which a skillful florist had interwoven the words, 
* Queen of Song, Welcome Home,” and in which 
Italian and American flags were formed, were dis- 
played on the upper deck of the Blackbird. After 
some manceuvring not to get in the way of the 
Health Officer’s steam yacht and a revenue cutter, 
the Blackbird succeeded in getting alongside 
the Algeria, and a moment iater Mme. 
Patti ran like a_ school-girl down the gang- 
way of the Algeria to the upper deck 
pf the Blackbird. She embraced Signor Leville, ana 
kissed him on both cheeks, and then rapturously 
greeted Signor Franchi, her aged private seeretary. 
She overwhelmed him with kisses, and tears filled 
his eyes. Leaning upon his arm, she hurried to the 
ladies’ saloon, in which about 12 persons might 
have crowded. Following close behind her was 
Bignor Nicolini Mme. Patti took a_ seat 
pnd Jerome Buck hastened to offer her a glass 
pf champagne, which she quickly drank. Mr. Buck 
next made his appearance with a plate contain- 
Ing roast chicken, Swiss cheese, and olives, 
and said, in his most insinuating manner, 
“*The nightingale must eat.”” Mme. Patti laugh- 
ingly declined the luncheon, and continuing to 
wear the veil, which at first seemed to be fiery red, 
‘but which, upon closer inspection, proved to be 
\gauze of various bright colors, chatted in the most 
vivacious mannerin French or pure English. Be- 
fore the formality of introducing the reporters 
was begun, Mr. Buck stepped before the singer and 
eaid in a joyful and picturesque manner, *“‘ America 
welcomes the return of the queen of the lyrie 
gtage. The nightingale learned its sweetest notes 
here, and an appreciative peopie seeks it in its ful- 
lest ripeness and affluence. Welcome home.”’ Af- 
ter this speech Mr. Buck bowed to the floor and 
retired. 

Each of the reporters was then introduced, and 
Mme. Patti warmly grasped their hands. She said 
that she was overjoyed at being once more in 
America. Twenty-two years had elapsed since her 
feparture from this country. and she jad nothing 
put pleasant recollections of her previous stay 
nere. If her memory was not at fault her last ap- 
pearence in New-York was in the opera of “Ii Bar- 
ciere de Sivigiia.”” She smiled as she said, “It is 
not very pleasant for one to cross the ocean when 
she is getting old.”” The welcoming party, uttering 
“No, no, no,’ thereupon laughed with her. She 
was certain that her present visit will be an aegree- 
able one. She will give 10 concerts during this 
month in this City, and will then go to other 
jarge cities, giving, all toid, 40 concerts. In 
May she returns to Europe. She said that she had 
been sea-sick on the voyage, and appeared to be 
much fatigued when at rest. Her features were 
prominent through the gauze veil. Her eyes are 
large and very expressive, but her complexion was 
pale and haggard. Her dark hair was done up in 
2 coilatthe back, and the veil covered it. She 
svore no jewelry but smal! diamond ear-rings. She 
ts of about the medium height, of fine form, and 
when she walks or talks does so in a rapid, busi- 
ness-like way. Her sex will no doubt be aston- 
ished to know that she did not hesitate to tell her 
aye, and that, in fact, she volunteered the infor- 
mation that she was born in Madrid, Spain, 
Feb. 19. 1843, of Italian parents. Her 
mother, Barila-Patti, was the prima donna of the 
Grand Theatre in Madrid. and on the night preced- 
ing the birth of Adelina, who was the youngest of 
# large family, Mme. Patti sang in ‘ Norma.” 
After Adelina’s birth her mother lost her voice. 
Adelina’s father brought the family to this country 
in 1844, and became associated with Sanquirico in 
the management of the Chambers-Street Italian 
Dpera-house. Mme. Patti had four daughters, and 
one of them married Maurice Strakosch, the oper- 
atic manager. Adelina’s first musical instfuction 
was given bv Mr. Strakosch. She sang in public in 
this City when only 7 years of age. In _ her 
eighteenth year she appeared upon the lyric 
stage in London. ‘then she was welcomed in Paris 
and in allthe European capitals. She sang in Ital- 
jan opera in this City in 1859. In St. Petersburg 
the Czar and the whole imperial family compli- 
mented her. Many efforts have been made within 
the last 10 years by American and European man- 
agers to induce her to come to this country, and 
three contracts which she made with Mr. Strakosch 
were broken by her. she paying forfeit. She says 
she is at present her own manager, but whether 
she will consent to accept the ofter of any of the 
managei’s who desire to secure her servicesis yet 
gz matter of doubt. 

Signor Nicolini, the tenor who accompanies Mme. 
Patti, is well-known in Parisand London. In the 
former city he has sung for 10 seasons, and in the 
latter 12 seasons. He has appeared in the Winters 
in Paris and inthe Summers in Londow. Heis a 
frank, pleasant mannered man, with brown curly 
nair and short beard and mustache. He stands erect 
und gracefully, and might be mistaken for a Ger- 
man Professor. He speaks English, but not as per- 
Yectly as Mme. Patti does. Col. Haverly was intro- 
duced to her by Mortieras ‘* the Lord Chief Man- 
agerof America.”” The manager bowed and asked 
whether the voyage had been apleasant one. Mme. 
Patti replied that she had been 12 days at sea. The 
rst portion of the voyage was very rough, and the 
latter portion delightful. Some of those who are 
to take partin her concerts in this country re- 
mained onthe Algeria until the steamer reached 
her pier. It was proposed that the Blackbird 
rhould steam up the North River so as to give 
the prima donna an opportunity to view 
the beautiful scenery. When she heard of 
this plan for her pleasure she begged to be 
excused, saying that she desired to reach her 
aotel with the least pussible delay. The 
Blackbird was then put into Pier No. 1 East River, 
and Mme. Patti, ieaning upon the arm of Mr. Buck, 
was escorted to acoach, and the party, including 
Signor Nicolini and the staff of managers, in other 
poaches, were driven to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel,

ENGINEERS IN COUNCIL. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN 
SOCIETY YESTERDAY. 

The annual meeting of the American Society 

of Mechanical Engineers, which began in the Turf 

Club Theatre, in Twenty-sixth-street, near Madi- 


son-avenue, yesterday afternoon, was not a gath- 
ering of the hard-handed sons of toil, but one of 
intellectual, admirably dressed, and well-educated 
gentlemen, who wero representatives of their very 
useful class. Theorists they are to a certain ex- 
tent, but as a rule they are practical theorists, 
men whose ideas are absolutely necessary in 
a nation like this, in whose manufacturing 
interests they play such an important part. 
At the business meeting the annual reports of 
the various officers and committees were read and 
accepted, the Treasurer’s report showing a hand- 
some balance on hand. The election of officers 
resulted in the choice of Robert H. Thurston, of the 
Stevens Institute of Technology, of Hoboken, N. J.; 
as President; Coleman Sellers, Philadelphia; Eck- 
ley B. Coxe, Drifton, Penn.; Theodore N. Ely, 
Altoona, Penn.; William H. Shock, United States 
Navy; Alexander L. Holley, New-York City, and 
Francis A. Pratt, of Hartford, Vice-Presidents; 
William P. Trowbridge, NewYork City; EK. D. 
Leavitt. Jr., Cambridgeport, Mass.; J. C. Hoaa- 
ley, Boston; Washington Jones, Philadelphia; 
William RB. Cogsweil, Syracuse; Charlies B. Rich- 
ards, Philadelphia; 8S. B. Whiting, Pottsville, Penn.; 
J. F. Holloway, Cleveland, and George W. Fisher, 
St. Louis, Managers; Thomas Whiteside Rae, New- 
York City, Secretary, ana Lycurgus B. Moore, New- 
York City, Treasurer. Mr. Moore asked to be ex- 
cused frem further service as Treasurer of the as- 
sociation, but no action accepting his declination 
was taken. Charles T. Porter, of Philadelphia, 
read a paper of special interest to practical en- 
gineers on anew method of arranging and keep- 
ing their drawings. 

At the evening session, the President, Robert H. 
Thurston, of the Stevens Institute of Technology, 
read his annual address, a paper of considerable 
length and interest, reviewing the advancement 
made in mechanical engineering, especially during 
the last year, and, generally, during the last dec- 
ade. His subject was ‘‘Our Progress in Mechan- 
ieal Engineering,” and, in opening, he referred 
especially to the superseding of wood and iron, as 
used in construction, by steel, and to the even 
stronger and more substantial alloys in which cop- 
per and nickel play important parts. The 
necessity of complete inspections and thorough- 
ly scientific tests of constructive materi- 
als used by engineers was dwelt upon 
at length; and the methods employed 
by eminent scientists of Europe and by some of 
the larger manufacturing establishments of this 
country, notably the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany and the Betniehem Iron Company, were com- 
mended, the speaker holding that the system of 
examination introduced by these companies had 
resulted in a saving in a single investigation of the 
entire cost of the examining department for a 
series of years. The growth of iron manufactures 
in the country since 1794, when the first steam 
engine was erected in this country, was next 
alluded to, it being shown that there are now 
over 1,000 iron and steel works in the coua- 
try, with $230,000,000 capital employed, as 
against $122,000,000 capital employed only 
10 years ago, these figures being taken from the 
census report. The mills of this country now pro- 
duce 7,500,000 tons of iron and steel—just Gouble 
the amourst of a decade ago. This production 
gives employment to 150,000 men, and the value of 
the products is about $300,000,000, the wages 
amounting to about $55,000,000 annually. In 10 
years Massachusetts has increased her product 65 
per cent., West Virginia 104 per cent., Alabama 800 
per cent., Georgia and Tennessee 125 per 
cent. Pennsylvania is at the head of 
the list, producing 3,500,000 tons annually, 
Ohio coming next with 1,000,000; New- 
York, 600,000; Illinois, 400,000, and WNew- 
Jersey, 250,000. The production of pig metal within 
the decade has been increased from two to three 
and three-fourth million tons per annum, rolled 
metal about two-thirds, and Bessemer steel from 
less than 20,000 tons in 1870 to 900,000 tons in 1881. 
The improvements in the mode of manufacture of 
iron and steel were referred to, especial attention 
being given to the work of the artisans of the prin- 
cipal iron-producing countries of the Old World. 
The wonderful increase in the power of pro- 
duction within the decade of cotton mills, 
owing to the introduction’ of improved 
machinery and its consequent advantages, 
was a text for remarks of some _ length 
relative to the possibilities of cotton, woolen, and 
silk manufacturing in the future, in which it was 
shown that the cost of production would be so 
greatly Jessened through the efforts of mechanical 
engineers that a singie operative may make cloth 
enough in a year to supply the wants of 1.500 peo- 
ple. Progress made in silk machinery has made 
the silk of American manufacture superior to that 
of the best European looms. The product of 
silk in the United States for the year ending 
June 30 is $35,000,000 of finished goods, from 
400 factories, employing a capital of $19,- 
000,000 and over 30,000 operatives, whose wages 
amount to $9,000,000 a year. The wonderful 
growth of railroads was next touched upon in this 
country, where exist certainly one-half of the con- 
structed railroads of the world, and where speed, 
comfort, and improvements are unequaled by any 
system yet devised, far in advance of anything oa 
the other side of the water. The wonderful effi- 
ciency of improved stationary engines was next 
referred to, and after an exhaustive table of figures 
toshow the improvements made, locomotive en- 
gines and other improvements were treated of. ‘The 
engine asa factorin naval warfare was alluded toin 
an interesting manner, and incidentally the wonder- 
ful results of improved engines in steam yachts 
were treated of, the manner in which increased 
power with decreased expenditure of fuel, by the 
use of the compound engines, was obtained being 
demonstrated by a tabulated series of experiments 
made by experts and shown in the trials of the 
steam yachts Anthracite and Leila. The improve- 
ments in naval engineering, the speaker said, had 
shown that the fighting sailor must give way in 
the near future to the fighting mechanical engineer, 
and this is shown by the fact that the naval 
officer is becoming more and more a 
skilled engine-driver. Eventually, owing to 
the improvements in the construction of 
naval and torpedo vessels, the speaker held naval 
warfare must of necessity become obsolete. That 
this must be so is due to the labors of the mechan- 
icalengineer. The grand possibilities of the intro- 
duction of machine-made electricity and the electric 
light were treated upon,and the probability of aerial 
navigation in the near future was dwelt upon. The 
development of electricity as a motive power, and 
the probable result of the labors of such men as 
Edison and Brush. the speaker said, were matters 
it seemed impossible to speak definitely or even 
conjecturally of, and the same may be 
said of the experiments in aeriai navigation. 
He held that the flying-machine was by no means 
the scheme of a visionary that could never see ac- 
complishment, but one that had grand possibilities 
in it, and such as the coming generation might see 
realized through the devices of mechanica! en- 
gineers, who were rapidly soiving the intricacies of 
the problem, which asks that some device shall be 
secured providing for the lifting of a mass by its 
own power rather than by the use of gas or other 
like agencies. Various illustrations to show ad- 
vance in this branch of mechanical engineer- 
ing were cited and deductions drawn to 
show that theorists were on the right 
track, and that ballooning must soon giv 
way to some mechanical device in air 
navigation. The wonderful improvements in 
printing during the past decade were dwelt upon 
atsome length, and the value of these improve- 
ments held to be of even more importance than 
any other in mechanical engineering, because 
through their agency the people at large were edu- 
cated in matters of the utmost consequence to 
them, and concerning which, under the old and 
more expensive methods, they would have of 
necessity remained in ignorance. He held also 
that the cheapening of food and the increase of 
the permanent wealth of the country, as well as its 
educational advantages, were due to the labors of the 
skilled mechanical engineers. In concluding his 
paper he called attention to the necessity of the es- 
tablishment in connection with the common 
schools of the country of trade schools, where 
technical education could be given, much as is 
done in England, Germany, France, and other 
countries of the Old World. The introduction of 
such a system would, he maintained, result in the 
production of a class of citizens who would do 
much to make the arms of iron and fingers of steel 
still further supplant weak flesh in performing the 
work which tends to make America one of the 
greatest and most progressive and produetive na- 
tions of the earth. 

At the conclusion of the address, C. J. H. Wood- 
bury. of Boston, read a paper on the construction 
of mill floors and their supports, giving an exhaus- 
tive series of formule to show how vibration may 
be prevented and sclidity secured. At the conclu- 
sion of this essay, the meeting adjourned, the mem- 
bers visiting in a body, by invitation, the residence 
of David Williams, editor of the Jron Age, at 
No, 35 East Sixty-seventh-street, where a delight- 
ful conversazione was enjoyed. The society will 
meet at 10 A. M. and 2 P. M. to-day, and this even- 
ing will have a subscription dinner at Delmonico’s.

MR. BALDWIN AS A FORGER

HOW HE DECEIVED BANK EXAM- 
INER SHELLEY. 


A SPURIOUS LETTER WHICH PURPORTED TO 
COME FROM THE MECHANICS’ OF NEW- 


YORK—ANOTHER SUIT AGAINST THE 
BANK—AMOUNT OF COLLATERAL HELD 

BY THE MECHANICS’ OF THIS CITY. 
The one point of speculation among Newark 
people yesterday, in connection with the failure 
of the Mechanics’ Bank, concerns the use Baldwin 
made of the money which has disappeared. The 
statement that appeared in Tue Timxs yesterday 
relative to his speculations in Wall-street has ma- 
terially weakened the faith of the Newark people 
in his statement, or confession, as it is called, and 
the belief that he lost most of his pilferings in un- 
wise speculations in Wall-street is gaining ground. 


“Why,” exclaimed a Newark Citizen yesterday, 


‘a man who would steal to capture a commission 


of 1 per cent. would not be too good to stea! for 
himself, and it is not in the nature of things that 
one to whom the hundredth part of his plunder ts 
a temptation to dishonesty would not take as 
readily when he could have all, Then again, if, as 
he says, Nugeut Jed him into the trap, and by 
threats of exposure compelled him to keep on steal- 
ing for his benefit, may he not, to get even with 
his tormenter, have used Nugent's blank drafts, as 
Nugent says he did, for his own private pur- 
poses?” District Attorney Keasbey has, however, 
full faith in Baldwin’s story, and is pro- 
ceeding on the presumption that it it true. 
le had something to say in reply to public stric- 
tures as to the smallness of the bail under which 
both Nugent and Baldwin have been placed. The 
bail is only to hold them, he says, for their prelim- 
inary examination, and is heavier than that under 
which Cashier Hedden was placed after his convic- 
tion and pending his sentence. 

As bearing upon the question of what classes will 
be most affected by the failure, Mr. Shelley, the 
Bank Examiner, has prepared some statistics, 
which he kindly furnished to Tur Timxs’s reporter 
last evening. This table shows that of the 1,006 de- 


positors, 258 had less than $50 on deposit, 86 had 
between $50 and $100, 298 between $100 and $500, 
117 between $500 and $1,000, 176 between $1,000 
and $5,000, 30 between %5,000 and $10,000, and 34 
upward of $10,000. There were 27 depositors 
whose accounts were slightly overdrawn. These 
do not include Nugent or Baldwin. “In fact,” 
said Mr. Shelley, ‘‘ Baldwin appears on the books 
as a creditor of the bank. He had a small amount 
on deposit there.” In conversation with THe 
Trmes’s reporter Mr. Shelley went very warmly to 
the defense of the thoroughness of the examination 
he made of the bank’s books last year. And the im- 
mediate oceasion of his warmness was a statement 
that the reason of his failure to discever the bank’s 
condition then was his neglect to make inquiries at 
the Mechanics’ National Bank of this City as to 
its indebtedness to the Mechanics’ of Newark. In 
his statements of the condition of the bank, Bald- 
win claimed then to have had to the account 
of the Newark bank on the books of the 
bank in this City a sum inthe neighborhood of 

2,000,000, when in fact the Newark bank’s balance 
there was very small, if indeed it was not over- 
drawn. In explaining how it was that he failed to 
discover this discrepancy, Mr. Shelley told at full 
length the story of the manner in which Baldwin 
had succeeded in deceiving him. It. differs in sev- 
eral very material points from all the stories here- 
tofore published. 

Mr. Shelley had been instructed by Controller 
Knox to verify the balances claimed by the bank 
whose accounts he was examining with the bank- 
ing institutions with which it kept accounts. 
To that end he sent to the Mechanics’ Bank 
in New-York by mail aletter inquiring as to the bal- 
ance due from that concern to the Mechanics’ 
Bank of Newark. In due course of mail he re- 
ceived areply signed by the Assistant Cashier of 
the bank in this City, in which the balance was 
stated to be just about what Baldwin’s books indi- 
cated. But the letter of response kad been forged by 
Baldwin, as has since been ascertained. It seems, 
according to Mr. Shelley’s story—and Mr. Shelley 
says that the details of the transaction, as he gives 
them, were furnished him by Baldwin and by the 
officials of the bank in this City-—that after the 
Examiner had begun his work in the Newark 
bank, Mr. Baldwin went to the office of the New- 
York bank, and, under pretense of writing a busi- 
ness letter or two, secured a few sheets of paper 
with the bank’s letter-head and some envelopes 
with its imprint. While there he remarked inci- 
dentally that the Examiner was at his bank looking 
over the books. ‘ And.” he added, ‘*he is a cross- 
grained, impertinent kind of a fellow, who is con- 
stantly making inquiries he has no right to make. 
I suppose,” Baldwin added, ‘*that he will be here 
soon to make inquiries as to our balance 
here, and when he comes, I should like 
to have you let me _ know.” So, when 
Shelley’s letter, making inquiry as to the balance, 
reached the New-York bank, Cashier Cox tele- 
graphed to Baldwin. Baldwin responded prompt- 
ly, and was informed that a letter of inquiry as to 
the balance had arrived. ‘He inquires about the 
balance!” remarked Baldwin. "Oh, that’s ail 
right. I thought he might put some impertinent in- 
guiries or other, and I wanted to beon hand to 
answer him as he deservgd. By the way,’’ he 
added, ‘“‘Have you answered the letter yet%”’ 
Cashier Cox kad not, but his letter was ready. 
“I’m going right out there.” said Baldwin, ‘‘and 
if you like, I’ll take the letter out.” It was given 
to him, and then he, upon the letter-heads he had 
gota few days before, wrote the answer in the 
name of the Assistant Cashier, which Mr.Shelley re- 
ceived. ‘Baldwin did not bring me the letter, as 
has been stated,’’ Mr. Shelley said, ** but it came to 
me by due course of mail, and there was no reason 
in the world why I should discredit it. Millions of 
dollars gothreugh the United States mail every 
day, and I know of no safer medium of communi- 
cation than that.” 

Mr. Shelley added that the Mechanics’ Bank in 
New-York might at any time have discovered 
Baldwin’s swindle by consulting the bank state- 
ments that are sent tothe banks throughout the 
country four or five times a year. The statements 
in these records of the Mechanics’ Bank of Newark 
showed thatit ciaimed amongits assetsa balance 
on depositsin the Mechanics’ of New-York of more 
than a million of dollars; and yet tillthe last an- 
nual report bad been made the discovery of Baid- 
win’s false claim had not been noticed bv the 
Newark bank’s largest correspondent in this City. 

The Receiver, Frederick Frelinghuysen, a son of 
ex-United States Senator Frelinghuysen, was ofii- 
cially notified yesterday of his appointment. He at 
once filed bonds to the amount of $30,000, and en- 
tered upon the discharge of his duties. 

A suitwas begun in the Supreme Court yester- 
day by George W. Chapman against the insolvent 
Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark, and an at- 
tachment was obtained against the property of the 
defendant in this City. The plaintiff was a de- 
positor in the defendant bank. He sues to recover 
$891 06, the amount remaining to his credit at the 
time the bank closed. 

A statement was made yesterday by thé officers 
of the Mechanics’ National Bank of this City to 
Deputy Sheriff Aarons, concerning the amount of 
collateral in their hands belonging to the Mechanies’ 
National Bank of Newark. Deputy Sheriff Aarons 
has served upon the New-York bank all the attach- 
ments obtained in the suits brought here against 
the Newark bank. The statement referred to is 
that the Mechanics’ National Bank of this City re- 
ceived. and now holds, from the Meehanies’ Na- 
tional Bank of Newark, notes of individuals and 
firms representing $441,491 65, and that the claims 
of the holder against this collateral aggregate 
about $300,000. 

Tne Sheriff of Kings County attached yesterday 
F, W. Dietz’s shoe factory, at No. 24 Boerum-street, 
Brooklyn, at the suit of the Mechanics’ National 
Bank of Newark, It is claimed that James and 
Christopher Nugent, who are debtors to the bank, 
own property in the shoe factory amounting to 
$100,000. Mr. Dietz claims that he gaye the Nu- 
gents notes, which mature Jan. 1, 1882, for every 
dollar they advanced to him. 

The Corn Exchange Bank of New-York has com- 
menced suit through the Hon. Courtlandt Parker 
to recover a balance due it from the broken bank. 
The suit was commeneed by an injunction re- 


any of the moneys due it from the New- 
York banks. The injunction was served 
a few hours in advance of the time when Mr. 
Frelinghuysen qualified as Receiver in order to give 
the Corn Exchange Bank a preference over other 
creditors. Some of the depositors are canvassiag 
the advisability of suing the Federal Goy- 
ernment to repair their losses. Those 
who are in tavor’ of this movement 
say that it is to the carelessness of the Govern- 
ment’s agents—the Examiners—that their misfor- 
tunes are due, and they are of opinion that this 
makes the Government itself liable. Mr. John 
Eastman, of Belleviile, Lr, nage two ‘ pools’— 
one ot depositors and the other of stockholders— 
to furnish the “ sinews of war” for the prosecu- 
tion of these suits. 

At a meeting of the Aqueduct Board on Wednes- 
day evening areport was received from Secretary 
Muller as to the board’s money imperiled by the 
failure of the bank. The report states the balance 
due the board on the general account was $59,541, 

The creditors of Dennis Osborn, wholesale 
grocer, who failed in consequence of the failure of 
the Mechanics’ National Bank, have agreed to take 
8344 per cent. in settlement in 6, 12, and 18 months.

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PREPARING FOR AN ACCIDENT. 


THE NEW ARRANGEMENT ON THE EAST SIDE 
ELEVATED ROADS, 


The managers of the East Side elevated rail- 


ways issued an order yesterday discontinuing the 
running of the regular Third-avenue trains through 
to the City Hall station after 7:30 o’clock P. M. 
The change went into immediate effect, and the 
evening trains over the Third-avenue line were 
switched last night at Chatham-square and sent to 


the ferries, Provision for passengers desiring to 
reach the City Hall station was made by “shuttle 
trains.” The change is not without drawbacks, 
which the public will be likely to appreciate. In fact, 
if the new pian was fairly exhibited last night, there 
will be little reason for surprise should a terrible 
disaster occur. The shuttle trains ran at the speed 
of regular trains. As a rule, they went into the 
Chatham-square station as soon as the train for the 
ferries pulled out, and they stopped on the main 
track at directly the same point. Scarcely a min- 
ute elapsed on two or three occasions lust night be- 
tween the departure of the one and the arrival of 
the other. A Trmes reporter stood upon the 
platform of the Chathum-square station at 
10:30 last night. A train for the ferries 
dashed out of the depot, and its last 
car had seareely cleared the switching point when 
in rushed the “shuttle train’? from the opposite 
direction. Had the former been a half-minute 
later or the latter a half-minute sooner, a collision 
would have been unavoidable, and in the two 
trains there were over a hundred persons, Any 
accident happening to the train going out of the 
station occasioning a delay must be attended with 
the most serious resuits, for a halt, however 
brief, would render almost certain the 
wreck of the train, for the “shuttle train” 
would be full upon it before a stop could be made. 
The ‘shuttle trains,” as run last night, did not 
come to a stop before entering the station; the 
only thing that seemed to guide its engineer was 
schedule time, and from City Hall to Chatham- 
square the run all the way was ata rapid rate—so 
rapid, indeed, that it would have been practically 
impossible to have brought the train to a quick 
stop had an obstruction been discovered ahead. 
Butattimes last night the danger of a collision 
from trains approaching one another seemed to be 
little more marked than was another danger. In 
some instances the ** shuttle trains” ranin late at 
Chatham-square, They were irreguiar in their 
times of arrival, and more than once they blocked 
the main track, while just behind were coming the 
regulars. A loss of a minute would have insured

THE UNDERGROUND RAILWAY. 
—o——_—— 
CONSIDERING THE QUESTION OF NEW 8EW- 
ERS UNDER BROADWAY. 

The hearing by Commissioners Bosworth, 
Davies, and O’Brien upon the application of the 
Broadway Underground Connecting Railway Com- 
pany to the Supreme Court, General Term, for 
leave to construct tunnels under Broadway 
was continued yesterday in the room of the 
Supreme Court, Special Term. The only wit- 
ness was Mr. Stevenson Towle, Chief Engineer of 
the Bureau of Sewers in the Department of Public 
Works. He was cross-examined by Mr. Stillman, 


of counsel for the Broadway property-owners op- 
posed to the proposed tunnels and railway. He 
said he had examined generally, but had not 
studied, the map prepared by the applicants, show- 
ing the proposed changes in the Broadway sewer- 
age system to accommodate the tunnels, 
and he was of the opinion that the 
changes would not injuriously affect that 
system. The sewers proposed to be 
built in Broadway would underlie the old ones, 
which would be removed. He could not say how 
the dimensions of the new sewers would compare 
with those of the old ones. He knew that many 
of the old sewers are many times larger than neces- 
sary, and he supposed that they would be replaced 
by sewers of proper size, As he understood the 
plans of the Broadway Underground Connecting 
Raitway Company, the Broadway se wer- 
age system would be materially changed, 
For instance, a sewer that now crosses 
Broadway above the level of the bottom of the 
proposed tunnels would be intercepted by a sewer 
running parallel to the tunnels, and the sewage 
would thus be carried to a point whence it could 
be conveyed under or over the tunnels, or be diverted 
in the epposite direction. The most material 
change proposed to be made in this respect would 
be at Canal-street, where the drainage, which 
now goes to the North River, would be re- 
versed and diverted into a system of 
sewers draining into the East River. The sewer 
for this purpose would have to be built in connec- 
tion with the construction of the tunnels, because 
the present sewerage system could not be dis- 
turbed untilit was ready foruse. Mr. Towle said 
he understood that the applicants proposed to 
build all new sewers simultaneously with the 
construction of the tunnels, and that if 
the public officers understood the mat- 
ter otherwise they would not allow 
the old sewers to be disturbed. He went on to 
state In detail the manner in which the work of 
changing the sewerage system could be done. He 
said he did not know how the gas and water pipes 
would be affected by the construction of the tun- 
nels, and that he did not know how much it would 
cost to alter the Broadway sewerage system, nor 
how many miles of new pipes it would be neces- 
sary to lay. The hearing was adjourned until 
Saturday, Nov. 12, at 10 o’clock A. M.

A PROJECT FOR COLOBED PEOPLE. 
PT HELE 
MEETING IN THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC TO 
RAISE FUNDS FOR A BUILDING. 

‘*The colored people must help themselves. 
They will never bea power as long as they are 
objects of charity,” said the Rev. Dr. Justin D. 
Fulton from the stage of the Academy of Music 
last evening. This remark was addressed to a 
large audience, composed mostly of colored peo- 
ple, who had assembled for the purpose of maxing 
a demonstration in aid of the building fund for the 
Young Men’s Union Christian Association. The 


Rev. Dr. Bevan, of the Brick Church, presided, and 
the Rey. Dr. Fulton was the principal speaker. 
The latter made an earnest appeal to the colored 
people to exert themselves in advancing their 
race to a higher and better condition. He 
said that the colored men of New-York 
were altogether too timid. They did not seem to 
feel that they had the right to swing through the 
streets of New-York. They owed it to themselves 
to assert their rights and educate tkeir children in 
the idea that all persons in this country are en- 
titled to equal rights and privileges. There was 
no reason why the project of erecting a building 
for Christian and educational purposes in this City 
should not succeed. The required sum of $100,000 
could be raised readily if the colored people would 
put their shoulders to the wheel and help 
along the movement. They ought not to 
hold back and depend on the _ white 
people to raise the money for them. The white 
people would be found perfectly willing to aid the 
cause, if they saw that the colored people were in 
earnest in the endeavor to help themselyes. Dr, 
Fulton said that he gave his heart to the cause of 
the black people in 1853,,and he had tried to bo 
their friend ever sinee. He believed that nature in- 
tended the colored man to be the equal of the 
white man, and it was the fault of the former 
if he failed to preserve that equality. The Doctor 
said thatif acolored man wasagood Christian, 
was educated and industrious, he would be 
as Willing to have him for a son-in-law as a white 
man. The importance of paying more attention to 
educational matters was urged upon the colored 
people. The speaker said that the colored pulpits 
were by no means as well filled as they should be, 
He did not like the idea of a man who essayed to 
preach the Gospel on Legon # eager all of his 
time during the week-days behind a barber’s chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Deems spoke _ briefly in favor of the 
proses of erecting a building for the Colored 

oung Men’s Union Christian Association, He ad- 
vocated the adoption of the plan of systematic 
giving in all of the colored ehurches and societies, 
and said he would give $100 toward the object in 
view. Dr. S.. Irenzus Prime, who was in the 
audience, arose and said that he would give anoth- 
er $100. and the Rev. Dr. Fulton said that he would 
subscribe alike sum. Mr. Samuel Morley, member 
of Parliament, the well-known philanthropist 
of London, England, was introduced by Dr. Bevan 
and made a short but encouraging speeeh. He 
said that he would subscribe $500, and when a little 
progress had been made with the list he would be 
glad to eireulate it among some of his friends in 
England. Mr. Morley was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded. Park Commissioner Salem H. Wales 
made a few remarks advising the colored people to 
work avd raise as much money as possible among 
themselves. A speech was next made by Mr. Fran- 
cis E. Lawson, President of the association,in which 
he said that a wealthy gentleman of this City had 
agreed to give $10,000 toward the erection of a 
building as soon as $10,000 had been raised for 
that purpese by subscription. Mr. Lawson said 
that subscription cards had been prepared, and 
would be distributed among the people in the 
audience. Those who were willing to subseribe 
toward the building fund could write their 
names and amounts en the cards and re- 
turn them to either himself or any mem- 
ber of the association committee. That there 
might be no lack of confidence in the enterprise, 
Comuissioner Wales and Dr. Prime had been re- 
quested members of tha Roard of Trus- 


tees, In whose custody the building fund was to re- 
main. A stirring address was made by Mr. 
John F. Quarles, an eloquent colored lawyer of 
Flushing, and the meeting shortly afterward 
was dissolved. The amoant of subscriptions made 
could not be ascertained, as the amounts on the 
various cards handed im were not added up. 
There were a large number of specially invited 
guests on the stage, and among them were Mr, 
Sinclair Tousey, the Hon. Robert Ray Hamilton, 
“Bob” Hart, the Rev. Abraham Aderson, Prof, 
John J. Freeman, and the Rev. Mr. Rollins, of the 
colored Presbyterian church.
